TINGTON, Dec. 28.—The note which 
Gen. Reyes, representing Colombia, | last 
week placed in Secretary Hay’s hands has 
been indirectly and in part made public. 
‘The note demands three things from this 


oy ffovernment—first, that the status quo ante 


amust. be restored in Panama; second, that 
the United Siates must keep hands off 
while Colombia reduces the revolutionists 
to subjection and whips the recalcitrant 
State back into the union; third, should 
neither of these demands be granted, Co- 
lombia asks that the United States pay 
Gamages to her for the loss of valuable ters 
Titory, the amount to be determined by The 
Hague Tribunal. 

The note is said to be a long and able 
Statement of the case for Colombia. It is 
written with the rhetoric characteristic 
of.the Latin-American and is phrased in a 
way designed to win sympathy for Colom- 
bia from those who oppose President Roose- 
velt. The paper will be transmitted under 
the seal of secrecy to the Senate in connec- 
tion with the case of the Panama treaty. 

The probability of a contingent claim run- 
ning up into many millions is a part of the 
Pariama incident, and the Senate can hard- 
ly be expectéd to act without knowing the 
whole cost. Colombia’s reckoning with this 
country is regarded as an almost integral 
part of the canal cession from the new re- 
public at the Isthmus. The note expressly 
portends the breaking of diplomatic rela- 
tions if the conditions and demands pre- 
sented are one and all rejected by this Gov- 
ernment. 

The answer which is to be returned to the 
“note will not be forthcoming for several 
days. The aim of Secretary Hay will prob- 
ably be to present counter considerations 
which shall lead to a protracted exchange 
of notes until there may succeed a soften- 

‘Yng of the present feeling in Colombia 
against the United States. From those who 
haye some knowledge of the attitude of 
Gen. Reyes it is learned that it is not his 
intenfion to permit himself to consider any 
other than the points set forth in his note. 
These were made after long and careful de- 
Mberation, and with the advice and ap- 
proval of able counsel and the foremost 
men of his own Government. 

There is sufficient ground to expect that 
Colombia is preparing to withdraw her dip- 
lomatic representative at Washington, and, 
for a time at least, even if not for the pur- 
pose of declaring war, sever diplomatic re- 
lations with this Government.

Probably no players of 
that day won more honors on the gridiron 
than Poe and his brother Arthur, and in 
1891, 1892, and 1893 John Poe was Prince- 
ton’s half back, in which position he gained 
a creditable record, After graduating from 
Princeton he went to the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis as football coach and turned 
out a strong eleven for the cadets. 
When the Spanish war broke out John- 
ny’ Poe, as he was familiarly called, en- 
listed in a Maryland regiment, and a year 
later was transferred to the regular in- 
fantry. He was sent to the Philippines and 
was attached to the staff of Gen. Bates as 
an orderly. After leaving the army Poe, 
along with several other Princeton men, 
emigrated to New Mexico and lived on a 


ranch for two years. 

Anxious to serve his country again, Poe 
retugned to Baltimore and joined the Ma- 
rine Corps, being made Sergeant of a new 
company of recruits. 


COGHLAN AT CARTAGENA. 


The Rear Admiral Calls on Gov. Insig- 
- nares—Minister Beaupre Will 
Sail for Home To-day. 

COLON, Dec. 28.—Rear Admiral Cogh- 
lan’s flagship, the cruiser Olympia, arrived 
here this afternoon .rom Cartagena bring- 
ing A. M. Beaupre, United States Minister 
to Colombia, and Mrs. Beaupre. Minister 
and Mrs. Beaupre arrived at Cartagena 
from Bogota last Saturday and boarded the 
Olympia on her arrival yesterday after- 
noon. Minister Beaupre will sail for New 
York on the steamship Yucatan to-morrow. 

The reception of the Olympia at Carta- 
gena was friendly. She arrived yesterday 
morning off the entrance to the big la- 
goon on which Cartagena is situated. As 
the Olympia ran in toward the entrance 
she descried the Colombian cruiser Carta- 
gena four miles distant making every ef- 
fort to reach the entrance and to pass into 
the lagoon ahead of the Olympfa. 

This she succeeded in doing, but as the 
Olympia steamed slowly to the, tortuous 
entrance between two old Spanish forts 
she found that the Colombian cruiser had 
grounded on a bar. The Olympia>»slowly 
passed the helpless Colombian warship,And 
proceeded to Cartagena, eight miles from 
the entrance. 

Anchoring about a mile from the town, 
the Glympia hoisted the Colombian flag 
end fired a salute of twenty-one guns and 
the Colombian battery at the edge of the 
town returned the galvte. Rear Admiral 
Coghlan then sent a boat ashore to com- 
municate with the United States Consul, 
but learned that he had left Cartagena 
about a fortnight ago on official business 
The British Vice Consul 
at Cartagena, though a sick man, had un- 
dertaken to look after the United States’ 
interests in his absence, 

Admiral Coghlan then paid an official 
visit to Dr. Jose Insignares, the Governor 
of Bolivar. A big crowd gathered at the 
dock to met the Admiral, and silently fol- 
lowed his carriage through the streets tuo 
the palace. Gov. Insignares received Ad- 
miral Coghlan in the large salon of the 
palace and later returned his visit. The 
Admiral’s party was in no way molested or 
by the crowd, which showed no 

The Colombian battery fired a 
Rear Admiral’s salute as Admiral Coghlan 
pulled otf tor the Olympia. 

Comparatively little information as to the 
general situation could be gained at Carta- 
gena. There are probabiy 3,500 troops 
there, and (here are reported to be 5,000 at 
Barranquilla. The Government is doubtless 
slowly concentrating troops at Barranquilla 
and moving them toward Titumati in small 
numbers. ; 

Minister Beaupré is going home on a 
leave of absence which has long been de- 
ferred. He said he thought that any trou- 
ble between the United States and Colom- 
bia was improbable, and that the Amer- 
icans in Colombia, of whom there were 
very few, were in no danger of molesta- 
tion.

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LAWYER FOUGHT MILITIA 


Ex-Representative Defied Colorado 
Soldiery to Disarm Him. 


Barred His Office and Fired On Attack- 


ing Squad—Wounded in the Arm 
and Captured. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., Dec. 28.—John 
M. Glover, formerly “Representative from 
Missouri, to-day defied the militia, barri- 
caded himself in his office, and surren- 
dered only after receiving a bullet wound 
in the arm. 

Col, Verdickberg, commanding the militt&, 
to-day received a letter from Mr. Glover 
disputing the legality of the recent order 
for the surrender of arms by citizens. In 
his letter, Glover referred to Gov. Peabody 
as “‘a cheap Anarchist.’’ He declared that 
he had two revolvers in his office and de- 
fied the militia to take them! from him. 

Col. Verdickberg at once dispatched Ma- 
jor Naylor with a squad to capture the law- 
yer and his weapons. Glover's office was 
found barricaded, and Glover declared he 
would shoot the first man who attempted 
to break down the door. The place was 
surrounded by trocps and orders were given 
to shoot the lawyer if he appeared with a 
revolvey. Glover, however, soon appeared, 
and several shots were exchanged. The 
lawyer was wounded in the arm, after 
which he was captured. 

Ex-Attorney General Eugene Engley of 
Cripple Creek, attorney for the striking 
union miners, has, it is reported, been noti- 
fied that unless he leaves the district at 
once he will be arrested. He is said to 
have stated that he will not go and that 
if arrested he will make no effort to secure 
bail. 

J. C. Williams, Vice President of the 
Western Federation of Miners, has. been 
told by Deputy Sheriff Runnels that unless 
he leaves town he will be arrested. His 
whereabouts are not known at present. 
There are rumors of wholesale arrests of 
strikers impending, but nothing is given 
out officially.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—John 
Glover, who was a member of the 
ninth and Fiftieth Congresses, is a 
of Col. John Montgomery Glover, who 
served for three terms in Congress, both 
father and son representing essentially the 
same district in St. Louls. The younger 
Glover married one of the Patton sisters 
of Washington. 

By an arrangement with the mother and 
sisters Mrs, Glover received on her mar- 
riage her portion of the large fortune left 
py her father. On the death of Mrs. Pat- 
ton, Mr. Glover induced his wife to sue for 
an equal share with her sisters, and this 
circumstance led to a rupture which ulti- 
mately resulted in her securing a divorce 
from Mr. Glover. 

For many years his whereabouts has 
been unknown to his Washington friends. 
Recently it was learned that he had been 
seen in the vicinity of Victor, Col., and 
later a story came that he had wandered 
off from his camp and perished. He was 
regarded among those who khew him in 
Congress as exceedingly eccentric.

Breaking of Coupling Saves Passenger

PHOENIXVILLE, Penn., Dec. 28.—What 
is thought to have been a deliberate at- 
tempt to wreck a train was discovered this 
evening on the Pickering Valley Railroad, 
a branch of the Reading, at Snyders Dam, 
about one and one-half miles from this 
place.

MAY GET THREE-CENT FARE.

ACLEVELAND, Dec. 28.—The most ag- 
gressive move yet made by Mayor John- 
son in his fight for a three-cent fare came 
to-night at a meeting of the City Council, 
when an ordinance was introduced to make 
the fare on nearly every line of the City 
of Cleveland Electric Railway Company 3 

cents instead of 5. 

The Law Department of the city, working 
under the Mayor's orders, has unearthed 
the startling information that the Council 
can regulate the street railway fares un- 
der a number of the old franchises, which 
do not stipulate what the fare shall be. 

The franchises that cover most of the 
lines in the heart of Cleveland have no 
five-cent stipulation, and attorneys claim 
that the city can compel the road to carry 
passengers for 3 cents as soon as the ordi- 
nance goes into effect. That it is sure to 


pass is unquestioned, as the Mayor has 
the majority of the Council on his side.

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GORMAN FOR McCARREN. 


New Yorker Said to be Favored for Na- 
tional Committee’s Head.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Some of the 
Southern and Western Democrats who are 
disposed to sneer at the talk of Patrick 
H. McCarren for Chairman of the National 
Committee are not believed to be on the 
inside of things. They say that a job of 
that kind requires a National figure, and 
inquire scornfully if McCarren knows his 
way to Chicago. 

This kind of talk, however, does not pro- 
ceed from any of the big Democrats, nor 
from any of the men close to Senator Gor- 
man, the Democrat who will have the most 
to say about the running of the next cam- 
paign. It is said that if Gorman is not a 
candidate for President he will take the 
Chairmanship himself, but this talk is mere 
guesswork and js not founded on even a 
wink from the Senator from Maryland. 

On the other hand, there is considerable 
reason for believing that Senator Gorman 
knew all about the McCarren talk before 
anybody else did. Some of the Southerners 
and Westerners who are scoffing at the 
McCarren talk regard it as a piece of char- 
acteristic Tammany impudence and an at- 
tempt to ecqntrol things from New York. 
It is said by better-informed politicians 
that if they were to get close to the Mc- 
Carren boom they might locate it some- 


where in Maryland. 

Senator Gorman went over to New York 
a few weeks ago. When he goes to New 
York it is generally to talk politics with 
somebody, and this time the guess was 
that it was to talk with Mr. Murphy. When 
the Senator got back he told his friends 
that he did not see Mr. Murphy. It is un- 
derstood, however, that he saw Mr. Mc- 
Carren. 

When Mr. Murphy last came to Washing- 
ton to see Col. McClellan, Senator McCar- 
ren came .too, but it was to see Senator 
Gorman, and the two had a long confer- 
€nce, Mr. Murphy did not see Mr. Gorman, 
nor did Mr. McClellan. It was strictly a 
Gorman-McCarren conferfhce. Murphy and 
Gorman have met, but McCarren was net 
present.

Not until after 
the conference was over and had been over 
for some time did any talk about McCar- 
ren's Chalrmanship leak out of Tammany 
Hall. Murphy and McCarren are perfectly 
well acquainted with the fact that it would 
be useless to boom McCarren for the Chair- 
manship if Mr. Gorman were opposed to 
the idea, and therefore {i is accepted here 
as a fact that Gorman did not disapprove 
the idea. McCarren was something of a 


figure in the Democratic National Conven- 
tion. of not on the floor, but else- 
where.

COCKRELL’S BOOM SERIOUS. 


Missouri Senator's Friends Thought Cer- 
tain to Press His Candidacy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.~According to 
Representative John Dougherty of Missouri, 
Senator Cockrell’'s boom for the Presidency 
is seriously meant and is a thing to be 
reckoned with. 

“It Is true,’ said Mr. Dougherty to-day, 
“that no campatgn to press the Senator's 


candidacy upon the country has been car-'! 


ried on. But there will be a campaign, and 
an active one, later on. While gSenator 
Gorman and Judge Parker of New York are 
now prominent before the country as cans 
didates for the nomination, you will find 
that when the convention meets there will 
be a very important support of Senato 
Cockrell. 

“On Oct. 17 last there was a large gdt 
ering of Democratic leaders of the Statedn 
Moberly, Mo., and they decided without 
any difference of opinion that the Senator 
should be our candidate. They notified 
Senator Cockrell of what had been done, 
and im his letter of reply he practically 
said,that he had never been a candidate for 


anything except the Senatorship, but that 
if the people of the State saw fit to make 
him their candidate for the Presidency 
that was a matter that he could not avoid. 
‘* Senator Cockrell’'s familiarity with the 
affairs of the Government its second to that 
of no other man in this country. Some peo- 
ple may think that the fact that he was a 
Confederate soldier will affect his standing 
before the ccuntry as a Presidential can- 
didate, but I believe his record is such that 
no man who knows him will belleve that 
that will weaken him before the people.

MORMON WAR-ON UNIONS.

The message to 
Messrs. Mitchell and Gompers follows: 

“The Mormon Church has openly de- 
clared war on organized labor in Utah and 
probably on the United Mine Workers of 
America, having called upon members to 
take the places of the Carbon County coal 
strikers. Fhe State Administration, militia 
courts, and peace officers have been turne 
over to the Utah Fuel Company at the be- 
hest of the Mormon Church. 

“United States Senator-elect Smoot, one 
of the twelve men who control the Mormon 
Church, owing allegience to this hierarchy 
that has attacked us, would be a dangerous 
and powerful foe to organized labor in the 
Senate.

TRUST OFFICIALS GUILTY. 


Verdict Against Twining and Cornell of 
Monmouth Company — Accused of 
Falsifying Accounts of Asbury 
Park . Institution. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Dec. 28.—Albert C. 
Twining, ex-President of the defunct Mon- 
mouth Trust Company of Asbury Park, and 
David C. Cornell, ex-Treasurer of that in- 
stitution, to-day were found guilty by a 


jury before Judge Heisley of having falsi- 
fied the accounts of the company. The 
convicted men were allowed to go under 
bail to await sentence. 

When the case was resumed this morning 
Samuel W. Kirkbride of Asbury Park, who 
was on the stand when court adjourned last 
Thursday, was again called in rebuttal. 
He said that the Athletic Association of 
Asbury Park had turned over its property 
to James A. Bradley. It had previously 
been testified during the trial that Mr. 
Twining had drawn $500 from the Athletic 
Association's account to make up a de- 
ficiency in the Mills estate account. The 
questioning of Mr. Kirkbride was objected 
to by the defense, and an exception was 
allowed. 

Before counsel for the defendants began 
their closing arguments Prosecutor Foster 
was asked to outline his summing up for 
the State. He said the defendants were 
charged with embezzling a large portion of 
the funds of the Mills estate.’ ‘ We have 
shown," he said, “that. Twining was the 
President and Cornell the Treasurer of the 
Monmouth Trust Company, which was the 
executor of the Mills estate. Twining testi- 
fied that Cornell drew all the checks of the 
company. We have proved that $12,000 was 
taken from the Mills estate, and only $5,000 
put back. Now, we ask, where did the miss- 
ing $7,000 go to? I claim that only Twin- 
ing and Cornell had anything to do with 
the money.” 

John Hawkins( counsel for Cornell, said 
the defendants were not charged with keep- 
ing accounts incorrectly, but were accused 
of having used a large amount of the funds 
of the Mills estate. He told the jurors to 
remember that no witness. had testified that 
the defendants ever used any of this money 
for their own benefit. The principal evi- 
dence had been given by Ba? Examiner 
Vredenburgh, who had testified that the 
books of the company had balanced to a 
cent. Mr. Hawkins contended that Cornell 
had a Mght to draw the transfer checks 
and to make them out to Twining, as the 
latter was President of the Monmouth 
Trust Company. 

Mr. Hoffman, counsel for Twining, fol- 
lowed, his argument being substantially the 
same as that of Mr. Hawkins. 

Prosecutor Foster, during his summing 
up, produced various exhibits introduced 
during the trial, including the 
Specials,’ and again charged the defendants 
with having embezzled $7,000.

Japan Reported. 


TOKIO, Dec, 28.—An extraordinary meet- 


ing of the Privy Council to-day approved 
the issue by the Cabinet of an emergency 
ordinance authorizing the guarantee of the 
Principal and interest of an issue of 10,000,- 
000 yen ($4,890,000) debentures for the pyr- 


pose of expediting the work on the Seoul- 
Fusan Railway, which will, it is expected, 
be finished by the end of 1904. 

The ordinance also provides for all possi- 
ble military expenses for the protection of 
the railway and other interests. 

It is believed that unless Russia modifies 
her reply Japan will immediately safeguard 
Korea, though such a step will not neces- 
sarily mean war with Russia. . 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Tokio correspondent says: 

“The Japanese officials have already 
taken over control of the Seoul-Fusan Rail- 
way. The President of the railway has 
been dismissed and been replaced by M. 
Furnecni, Chief of the Japanese Railway. 
Board. 

“The Japanese fleet has been organized 
and disposed in divisions and squadrons, 
prepared to check any Russian movements 
from Vladivostok or Port Arthur.” 

The same correspondent says.that after 
the meeting of the Ministerial Council yes- 
terday the Emperor entertained the Coun- 
cilors at_luncheon. The Cabinet then held 
a sitting, which was prolonged until late at 
night. 

The correspondent says that the Finance 
Minister on Sunday entertained the leading 
bankers at dinner for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with them the best means of meet- 
ing the emergency. 

According to The Daily Chronicle the 
Japanese Government has outbid the Rus- 
sian Government and has purchased the 
Argentine warships Moreno and Rivadavid, 
which now nearing completion at 
Genoa, 

Other papers print a report that the 
Japanese Ministerial Council has decided 
to transfer $25,000,000 from the educational 
fund for emergency purposes. 

The Daily Mail's Peking correspondent 
sends an unconfirmed report that in the 
event of war China will join forces with 
Japan and that Japan will send an army 
corps to Peking.

-- 700 COLD TO QUIT MANCHURIA. 


Russia Also Explains to China She Is 
Afraid Japan Might Invade 
the Country. 


PEKING, Dec. 28.—Lien-Fang, First Sec- 
‘retary of the Board of Foreign Affairs, 
visited the Russian Minister, M. Lessar, to- 
@ay, and requested information concerning 
the intentions of the Russian Government 
regarding the evacuation of Manchuria. 

M. Lessar, in reply. said that nothing 
could be done at present with a view to 
evacuation for two reasons. In the tirst 
place, the cold weather made it impossible 
to remove the troops from their present 
positions, besides which there were no bar- 
rack accorrmodations to be had elsewhere. 
In the second place, it would endanger 


Russian interests to undertake evacuation 
during the progress of the negotiations be- 
tween Russia and Japan for the reason 
that Japan might seize the opportunity to 
invade Manchuria. 

The Chinese Government is so alarmed at 
the prospect of becoming savolved in the 
seemingly prospective war that it would 
prefer that Russia should remain in con- 
trol of Manchuria. As an alternative the 
Foreign Office has indicated to the foreign 
Ministers that a settlement satisfactory to 
China would be that Russia and Japan 
should retain their respective treaty rights 
in Korea and Manchuria if they would 
agree not to attempt to obtain further ad- 
vantages in either country. 

The Russian commander imperatively re- 
quested the Tartar General in Manchuria 
te disband his militiamen and to disarm 
-them. The General issued an order in ac- 
cordance with this request, but it is under- 
stood that the men are concealing their 
arms, supposedly with the Tartar General's 
connivance. 


“THE TRADE TREATY WITH CHINA. 


Minister Liang-Cheng Confident That 
His Government Will Ratify It. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The Chinese 
Minister, Sir: Chentung Liang-Cheng, ex- 
presses full confidence in the ratification of 
the United States-Chinese treaty by his 
-‘Govérnment. 

The act of ratifying a treaty in China 
does not mean what it does here, and con- 
sists simply in the affixing of the signa- 
The treaty is now 
before the Emperor, and the Minister is ex- 
pecting every day to receive a cablegram 
announcing the ratification of the agrec- 
ment. There is no apprehension, according 
to official advices, of any interference by 
Russia or Japan, and it is believed that the 
terms of the treaty as ratified by the Sen- 


ate immediately before the holiday ad- 
journment will stand. 

Sir Liang-Cheng announced the Senale’s 
ratification of the treaty to his Government 
the day following that action in order that 
thére might be no embarrassing delay, and 
to avoid complications which were feared, 
and led to the speedy action by the Senate. 
These threatened complications were said 
to be due to the attitude of Russia and 
Japan, but there has been no official ex- 
planation of the haste shown in ratifying 
the agreement. 


RUSSIANS ENRAGED AT BRITAIN. 


Also Admire Her for What Is Regard- 
ed as a Clever Political Move. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 28.—One reason 
why the British alarmist news in regard to 
the Far Eastern situation fails to convince 
the Russians is the perfect understanding 
here of the benefits Great Britain derives 
from a continuance of the strained situa- 
tion. « 

It was known here a year ago that Great 
Sritain was planning to occupy Tibet and 
to extend the railroad to a point in the 
Yang-tse Valley which is reachable by 
gunboats from the sea. : 

Great Britain's forward movement at this 
time excites both admiration and rage, the 
former for the clever political move, the 
latter because Russia is so preoccupied in 
the Far East that she is unable to prevent 
Great Britain from creating her own Man- 
churia in the Yan -tsé, Provinces.

THAT MADE GARTH ILL 


More Mystery in Banker’s Tragic 
Death in Gulf of Mexico. 


Former Coachman Recently Purchased a 
$30,000 Stock Farm in New Jersey 
—Mrs. Garth Prostrated. 


*Directors of the Mechanics’ National 
Bank, at 33 Wall Street, the President of 
which, Granville W. Garth, was drowned 
in the Gulf of Mexico from the Mallory 
Line steamship Denver on Christmas night, 
held a special meeting yesterday morning, 
in which they confirmed the statement giv- 
en out by Vice President Alexander E. Orr 
on Sunday, and adopted resolutions of sym- 
pathy with the family. The flag on the 
bank was set at half-mast, and several 
other banks paid the same tribute to Mr. 
Garth's memory. 

Extreme reticence characterized those 
best fitted to know the causes that led up 
to his illness and death, but it was reiter- 
ated that he was not in financial difficul- 
ties. 

Mr. Orr remained at the bank nearly all 
day, discharging the duties of President 
and receiving condolences from men active 
in the financial world upon Mr, Garth's 
tragic death. 

Both Mr. Orr and Adrian H, Larkin of 54 
Wall Street, who was Mr, Garth's personal 
counsel, admitted that certain personal 
matters had caused Mr. Garth to worry 
greatly, but they declinéd to give any par- 
ticulars, though Mr. Larkin said that it 
was possible a statement would be made 
later. 


No credence was placed by friends of the 
family in rumors that there was more than 
a coincidence in Mr. Garth’s having sailed 
on the Galveston steamship the day after 
the Court of Appealsyhad decided that the 
trustees of the McComb estate should per- 
mit Mrs. Louis Herzog of 80 West Fortieth 
Street, a sister of Mrs. Garth, to have her 
full share of the estate of James Jennings 
McComb, their father, who had left a 
clause in his will practically disinheriting 
her should she marry Mr. Herzog. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Garth had been ill for 
several weeks before that, and the bank 
Directors on Dec. 14 had given him a 
leave of absence. It was on Dec, 19 that 
Mr. Garth left this city. 

Robert L. Harrison, counsel for Mrs. 
Herzog, whose offices are at 59 Wall Street, 
said that the Court of Appeals decision 
meant no immediate division of money, 
simply insuring his client's rights in the 
property which was all held in trust during 
the lifetime of Mrs. Garth and Scott Mc- 
Comb of Dobbs Ferry, who is a son of J. 
Jennings McComb. He also had been 
shocked by the news of Mr. Garth's death, 
for before the litigation over the McComb 
will had reached an acute stage he and 
Mr. Garth had been quite intimate. 

One feature of the case friends of the 
dead banker refused to discuss yesterday. 
That was the sudden apparent rise in for- 
tune of Hulbert Hartigan, formerly coach- 
man for the Garth family, and now the 
proprietor of record of a stock farm and 
stables known as Erin F.rm, three miles 
fron. Morristown, N. J., which he bought 
last fall from Theodore Schmalholz of 880 
West End Avenue, paying for it with a 
certified check for about $30,000, 

Hartigan was formerly employed in a 
minor capacity in a riding academy in this 
city. Mrs. Garth employed his sister, Kath- 
leen Hartigan, as maid to her two small 
daughters. The Hartigans suddenly left 
Mr. Garth's employ several months ago 
and went to Ireland, returning about ten 
weeks ago with several blooded horses 
raised_in that country, which are now at 
Erin Farm. 

At -the home of~Mr.» Garth, 1@0-West 
Fifty-ninth Street, the Navarro flats, rs, 
Garth yesterday denied herself to callers, 
referring all inquifers to Mr. Herzog. 
Horace E. Garth, the aged father of Gran- 
ville W. Garth, whom he succeeded as 
President of the Mechanics’ National 
Bank, lives at 148 West Fitty-seventh 
Street, but it was said there that he was 
under medical care because of the shock 
caused by the news of his son's death. 
Mr. Herzog said that he had no comment 
to make. 

It was said at the Mechanics’ Bank at 
the close of the day’s business that there 
was a credit to the late President in his 
account with the institution, and that no 
definite discussion as to his successor had 


yet been engaged in. The annual election 
will take place on Jan. 12.

MORRISTOWN, N. J., Dec. 28.—Repeated 
but unayailing efforts were made to-day to 
see Hulbert eee the young Irishman 
who was former head coachman for 
Granville W. Garth, the Pfesident of the 
Mechanics’ National Bank of New York, 
who was drowned in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Hartigan was sought to shed light on the 
nature of the trouble of ‘‘an altogether 
personal character,’’ which, accordin to 
the statement of Alexander E. Orr, affect- 
ed the banker's health. 

Early in the day Hartigan was found in a 
telephone booth at Madison using the in- 
strument, but peering through the glass 
door he recognized a reporter. He dropped 
the telephone, dashed from the booth, and, 
jumping into his light vehicle, whirled away 
toward Erin Farm, his place at the foot of 
Normandie Heights. nee at the farm, 
Hartigan turned over his horse to a stable- 
man and dashed into the house, refusing to 
answer rings at the bell and knocks at the 
door. 

At dusk another reporter drove out from 
Morristown to see Hartigan, and this time 
an elderly Irish woman who came to the 
door said that both Hartigan and his sis- 
ter, Kathleen, who was also among the 
Garth servants, had left early in the day 
for New York, leaving no word as to the 
time of their return. . 

The farm upon which Hartigan and his 
sister are living is about two miles from 
town. It is equipped with a roomy two- 
story cottage, a track and a large and 
finely appointed stable which contains 
seventeen fine horses. Ten of these ani- 
mals, it is admitted, belong to Mrs. Garth. 
The farm is at the foot of the hill on the 
crest of which is the Woodward place, a 
handsome residence full of furniture and 
many cases marked ‘‘ Garth.”’ This is the 
place bdught or leased by Mrs. Garth for a 
country place. It is closed, but the neigh- 
borhood impression is that it was tn be oc- 
cupied in the Spring.

COLD HAMPERS FIREMEN. 


Bursting Hose and Frozen Hydrants 
Interfere with Work at Furni- 
ture Warehouse. 


Bursting hose and frozen hydrants caused 
much difficulty at a fire which-started on 
the third floor of the four-story brick 
building at 203 East Seventy-sixth Street 
yesterday afternoon. The building is occu- 
pied by James R. Keane & Co. as a storage 
warehouse for furniture. 

Abraham Lang, an wupholsterer, and 
Louis Hockfelder, another employe, were 
working on the top floor. The men smelled 
smoke, and Lang opened a door leading to 
the hallway. A burst of flame and smoke 
greeted him, and he closed the door. The 
heat had singed his mustache and his face 
was slightly scorched. Wrapping wet tow- 
els around their heads, the two men rushed 
ho ithe stairs into the street shouting 
«e re! ” 

Several men were in the basement, where 
the horses of the company are stabled. 
Fifteen animals were taken into the street. 
Hockfelder turned in an alarm and as soon 
as Acting Chief Dougherty of the Tenth 
Battalion reached the building he sent_in a@ 
second alarm. This brought Acting Chief 
Kruger, who sent in a third alarm. 

Three hoses burst almost a8 soon as Wa-~- 
ter had been started through them, and the 
spectators were drenched. A large crowd 
assembled on the up-town platform of the 
elevated road station at Seventy-sixth 
Street, but police were sent there to order 
them off. 

Lang was taken to a near-by drug store 
and his injuries were dressed. Then he 
went home. 

The fire consumed the contents of the 
two upper floors of the bullding. but the 
lower floors, which contained also the of- 
fices of the company, were not damaged. 
All the property consumed was covered by 
insurance. The loss was estimated at 
$17,000. 

Mr. Keane's brother, John Keane, is en- 
thusiastic regareing fires. He is well 
known to firemen all over the city, and, it 
is said, rarely fails to attend every sécond- 
alarm fire. e did not arrive at the scene 
until it was all over, and the firemen that 
knew him laughed at the woeful expres- 
sion on his face when he learned what he 
had missed. 


TWO BROOKLYN FIRE VICTIMS. 


Fire from an exploding lamp in the one 
case and from a kitchen stove in the other 
caused the death of a woman and fatal 
burns to a child in Brooklyn last night. 

The lamp exploded in the apartments of 
Mrs. Mary White, fifty years old, of 173 
Fort Greene Place. The biazing oil was 
thrown all over the woman, setting fire 
to her clothing and burning her so badly 
that she died in a few minutes. 

The other fire victim was seven-year-old 
Mary Malone of 117 Raymond Street. The 


child’s dress caught fire at the kitchen 
stove, and she was terribly burned about 
the body. She was taken to the Brooklyn 
Hospital, where it was said later that it 
was feared she would not recover.

Conferences Between the Senator 
and Up-Siate Men. 


Committeeman Warren of Washington 
Declares That Gov. Odell Did Not 
Want to be State Leader. 


Senator Platt’s conferences were con- 
tinued yesterday, and a dozen up-State 
leaders visited the Senator, both at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and at his office at 49 
Broadway.

nigation throughout the State. 

Another leader who has been accounted

COLDEST DAY OF THE SEASON. 


Crowds on the Ice in Van Cortlandt and 
Prospect Parks — May Be Skating 
in Central Park To-day. 


The cold snap which has held the city 
in its grasp for the past few days contin- 
ued yesterday, and made the day the cold- 
est of, the season. A lower temperature 
was recorded on Sunday, but the average 
was lower by several degrees than that of 
any previous day. 

When’ the sun came up he found the 
mercury in the thermometer standing at 18 
degrees, and only after he had been work- 
ing on the glass tube for several hours 
was he able to raise it, and then to but 22 
degrees, where it hung for’ less than an 
hour after noon, when it again fell back 
to its former notch. 

The cold of the early morning was aided 
in making things uncomfortable for those 


about the streets by a piercing wind, which | 


blew at thirty-six miles an hour.’ During 
the day the blow moderated, and at _night- 
fall was going at but twelve miles an hour. 

Not all the inhabitants of the city grum- 


bled at the cold. Great numbers of school 
children, who have a week's vacation from 
their studies, had watched the thermome- 
ter for several days, and wondered when 
it was again going to be cold enough for 
the Park Department to throw open the 
lakes for skating, and when that was done 
yesterday afternoon it did not take long 
for thousands to collect from various parts 
of the city. Last night a greater crowd 
than had been out before this year was on 
the lake in Van Cortlandt Park, while all 
of the skating. enthusiasts of Brooklyn 
seemed to be on the ice in Prospect Park. 
The ice on the Central Park lake was not 
thick enough to be safe, but with the con- 
tinued cold the Park Department: promises 
to let the public on it to-day. 

All of the incoming steamships reported 
cold weather near the coast, and some of 
them carried great masses of ice on sides 
and rigging. A scene of desolation reigned 
along the waterfront, the cold wind making 
the open almost unbearable. A queer sight 
was seen at one of the railroad freight 
depots on West Street, where a two-horse 
truck stood, ‘both horses protected from 
the cold by suits made out of heavy blank- 
ets, and which covered all but their hoofs, 
their heads, and their tails.

F POPE ON CHURCH MUSIC 


“He Says instructions of Former 
Pontiffs Must Be Observed. 


4s in Favor of the Gregorian Chant, and 
Condemns the: Use in Churches of 
Music Suitable for Concerts. 


ROME, Dec. 28—After long discussion 


with experts, principally with the famous 
composer, the Abbé Perosi, Director of the 
Sistine Choir, the Pope has issued of his 

, own accord a note on the subject of sacred 
mrusic in churches. 

In this note, which appears to-hight in 
thé Osservatore Romano, his Holiness 
formulates rules for church music, which 

"* pecall the churches to a strict observance 
of the instructions issued by former Pon- 
tiffs. 

The Pope, who is a passionate musical 
afiettante, condemns the transformation of 
jiturgic music into compositions suitable for 
concerts. 

The Pontiff is strongly in favor of the 
Gregorian chant, and he hds ordered the 
Abbé Perosi to compose a Gregorian mass 
for the centenary of St. Gregor 
next. Easter. This mass will be conducted 
by the Abbé in the Chapel of St. Gregory, 
and will be participated in by 500 singers. 


‘By a pastoral issued eight years ago, 
when he was Patriarch of Venice, Pope 
Pius X. caused a controversy among Cath- 
olics and musicians throughout Europe and 
America. This controversy has been re- 
yived at.intervals ever since, but when 
Cardinal Sarto was elected Pope there were 
few who remembered that it was he who 

~— began it. 

It was left to agMadrid paper, the Epoca, 
to recall the efforts of the Cardinal Patri- 
arch of Venice to banish from the churches 
under his jurisdiction every form of music 
mOt strictly religious, and the Epoca in do- 
ing sO made a prophecy, now fulfilled, to 
the effect that one of the first reforms in- 
stituted by the new Pontiff would be to re- 
store to its rightful place the Gregorian 
chant. 

The Pope’s pastoral of eight years ago 
nepudiated the “light, trivial, scenic, and 
profane”’ music which, it said, 
common in so many churches.

Millie James Heartily Weloomed 
| at the Savoy. 


A Large and Amusing Cast in Fitchian 
Genre Comedy—Lucille Watson, H. 
H. Short, Edward Ables, and 
Many Others Score Hits. 


Mr. Clyde Fitch was in his Fitchiest vein 
of detailed character comedy last night in 
“Glad Of It” at the Savoy, in spite of the 
fact that for the nonce he abjured altogeth- 
er those people sometimes cflled the Four 
Hundred, and bent his powers of whimsical 
and accurate observation to the depiction 
of shop girls and ladies of the chorus. 

The first’ scene represented with a thou- 
sand famWiar and impishly lifelike strokes 
the selling of cloaks at the metropolitan 
department store, expounding meantime the 
romance of a pretty saleslady, Connie 
Bowles, (Millie James.) The vein was that 
which Miss Beatrice Herford opened up so 
deliciously in her famous monologue of 
The Shopgirl, and it was worked with a 
thoroughness and a knowledge of the femi- 
mine mind, whether bargaining or theatre- 
going, which is bound to bring delight to 
the arbiters of dramatic déstinies. The 
vagaries of salesladies and the absurdities 
of suburban shoppers are projected with an 
equal hand, and one is also shown the de- 
serted shopper's child, and the forlorn shop- 
per's husband, flirting with the clerks to 
counteract the boredom. The cry of the el- 
evator boy, ‘“ Ladies’ underwear, cloaks, 
shoes, and crockery,’ recurring at inter- 
vals, ran through the act like a refrain. 

*The thread of the sympathetic if some- 
what thin plot spun itself out in the inter- 
vals of the depiction of shopping manners 
and the’ lack of them. Miss James was in- 
sulted by the amorous advances of the 
floorwalker, and was forced to resign her 
position, but not before she had caught the 
attention of a young Englishman, buying a 
Gloak of sables for the actress lady he had 
taken under his theatrically angelic wing. 
‘This lady, Clarita de Baxter, had been a 
shop lady before going on the stage; and 
the glamour of her angel's wealth could 
not extinguish the passion she felt for the 
floorwalker of old. It took no long shot of 
conjecture to divine that in the end the 
Englishman would discover the perfidy of 
Clorita and the gentle worth of Miss Millie 
James. Even at the end of the first act he 
rescued Miss James from despair by the 
offer of a place in his chorus. 

The second act deployed the oddities of a 
stage rehearsal at the Savoy. The humors 
of chorus girls who followed the stage “ for 
their art,’ and of the angel-protected star 
who browbeat the stage manager and even 
Snubbed her angel; the despair of the au- 
thot whose lines were ruthlessly cut, and 
of the composer whose best number was 
cut to make way for a coon song; the in- 
trusions of a scrubwoman bent on scrub- 
bing the stage; even an altercation with an 
unwelcome guest in the auditorium—all the 
Getails of life behind the scenes was de- 
ployed with touch after touch that con- 
Vulsed the theatrical people present and 
many others. There were times in this act 
when oné remembered Pinero’s “ Trelaw- 
ney,”’ but in the main it was natively 
Fitchian. 

The upshot of it all was that Clorita, with 
. her whims and exactions and her hankering 
after her old floor walker, overtaxed the 
patience of her angel, and Miss James was 
chosen to take her place, donning a sack 
Suit a. la Vesta Tilley, and singing a song 
with a quaint Little Princess charm 
that caught last night's audience, even 
though it was credibly reported not to have 
saved the angel's musical comedy. 

Then there was the complication of the 

anonymous letter. Outraged by the cagry- 
ings on of Clorita and the floor walker, 
Connie had written an anonymous letter 
about them; and all her instant regrets 
;@¥ere unavailing to recall it. In the third

It cannot be denied that to put a heroine 
on the stage, even_a shopgirl, who so far 
“forgets the dignity of a stage heroine as to 
write an anonymous letter, however true 
its purport, is to court conventional disap- 
proval. But as the incident is handled in 
“Glad of It ’’ we confess that it seemed one 
of the truest and most genuinely sympa- 
thetic incidents of the evening. It is as 
authentic of the character

As has been usual in Mr. Fitch's 
plays, (this one is, in fact, his latest, 
mg been written late last Summer in 
Alps,) the intensity of character in the 
lines and the finish in the coaching has 
enabled a large number of actors to give 
an unusually gocd account of themselves 
The leading part fell to Miss James, after 
Miss Jessie Busley, for whom it was writ- 
ten.. had given it up for Barrie’s “ Little 
Mary,” but it is likely that both talented 
actresses are glad of it. 

If Miss James missed some of the points 
of character comedy, she came out true 
and strong in the passages of gentle, in- 
tense emotion, carrying the climaxes with 
a lift that Miss Busley has not yet shown 
herself capable of; and, it may well be be- 
lieved, adding greatly to the carrying pow- 
er. The many who have come to delight in 
her fragrant personality and her simple, 
sincere art will find that she is here at her 
verv best. 

Admost equally vivid was the Clorita of 
Miss Lucille Watson, who last year was so 
intense and convincing in the small part of 
the maid in The Girl with the Green 
Byes ’’—the neglected first wife of the big- 
amous brother. In the best sense of the 
word the performance was a creation. Miss 
Watson's graceful personality and refined 
features were merged and quite lost in silly 
shopgirl vanities and distorting vulgar emo- 
tions. Her jealous rage at the climax in 
the third act contributed quite as much to 
the success of the evening as the intense, 
restrained emotionalism of Miss James. 

As the floorwalker. Edward Ables be- 
trayed none of the physical incongruities 
that detracted from his very amusing per- 
formance as the promiscuous brother in 
** Whitewashing Julia,’’ and his racy powers 
gf comedy impersonation were seen to full 
adyantage. Every attitude, gesture, and 
word scored with the audience. 

Mtss Georrie Mendham, played the ‘part 
of one of the shopgirls tg the life, and her 
cousin, John Barrymore, the last of his 
talented family to be staged. disclosed a 
stron stage presence and the most au- 
thentic powers of comedy. Phyllis Rankin 
made the most of a smart nart as a chorus 
girl, Thomas Burns, as the composer of 
the play within the ‘play, and Rosa Cook 
as an Irish cook did small parts with the 
finish and authority of an elder school. 
Fanny Addison Pitt also deserves a word 
of praise.

To the inquiring mind some sort of, sym- 
bolism may suggest itself in Mr. Zangwill’s 
play, but it-is doubtful if the author had 
any such purpose especially in view. Mary 
Ann is a sweet-natured Yorkshire girl who 
has come to South London as maid-of-all- 
work in Mrs. Leadblatter’s lodging house. 
She is a cheerful, willing drudge, who takes 
work as a matter of course and abuse as 4 
matter of necessity. Her one joy in life is 
her pet canary, until Lancelot, a composer, 
appears on the scene. He is a man who 
dreams of great successes, of art and fame, 
and who talks about virtue and pride in 
the canting phrases of the professional 
virtue monger. 

At first he takes pity on Mary, then, rea- 
lizing her youth and beauty, becomes inter- 
ested in her. But though now a struggling 


musician he is a man of high birth, and - 


his pride prevents him from acknowledging 
to himself that he has more than a tem- 
porary passion for the girl. Her love for 
him grows, howevér, until everything else 
in life seems insignificant to her beside the 
mere chance , ¥ being near him. Then it 
develops that Lancelot must go away. She 
learns that he is going, and takes it as a 
matter of course that she will accompany 
him. Lancelot tries to explain to her that 
it will be impossible, but she insists that 
she will take service wherever he makes his 
home. It is at this point that Lancelot 
vacillates, the girl's attractiveness is too 
much for him, and he finally tells her that 


they will go and live together in a little cot- 
tage in the country. ‘ 

He asks her if she understands what it 
will mean, for he does not intend to marry 
her. It is quite apparent, howgver, that 
she does not realize the full sifnificance 
of the step, and Lancelot, about to accept 
her sacrifice, remarks: 

‘You poor little white Topsy. I 
think you eyen know how you came 
the world. You think you just grew.” 
a she says quietly, simply, 
reverentially, ‘‘ God made me.”’ 

And Lancelot hangs his head in shame. 

This, the first really dramatic situation 
in ‘‘Merely Mary Ann,” is the finale of 
the second act. It is a moment filled with 
exquisite tenderness, one that pulsates with 
a genuine heart throb. And here is the key- 
note of the story.

Lancelot tries to ex- 
plain to her what a great amount of 
ynoney she has inherited, but she tells him 
she will give it all up in order to live 
with him: Finally, after a struggle, he 
leaves her. Then Mary goes to London, 
the struggling composer becomes ‘famous, 
ond they meet unexpectedly in a fashion- 
able drawing room. 

The last act, with its familiar exposition 
of so-called society small talk, is the weak- 
est and most conventional of the four acts 
of the play. It is rather uninteresting to 
the point where Mary and Lancelot meet. 
Lancelot confesses that he was too proud 
to make Merely Mary Ann his wife, but he 
now sues for the love that he has longed 
for during the six years they have been 
parted. Mary does not at once confess 
her love for him, but steals away, and a 
few moments later comes 
her cap and a pair of gloves which the 
composer had given her in the old days to 
cover the roughness and redness of her 
hands. And the pair fall into each other's 
arms. 

The characters of Mary and Lancelot are 
interesting studies relatively. Mary Ann 
is good to the core—naturally; she makes 
no pretenses, but despite her ignorance of 
life one cannot but feel that in a crisis her 
woman's nature would assert itself in tri- 
umph. Lancelot, on the other hand, has a 
high, prating notion of right and wrong. 
He will not consent to accept the interest 
on money loaned a friend, but is ready 
enough to take advantage of the girl's in- 
nocence. 

Eleanor Robson's playing of the part of 
Mary Ann is most satisfying. The sweet- 
ness of her personal appearance, the sym- 
pathetic quality of her voice, and the deft 
shadings in her impersonation throughout 
are at all times in accord with the spirit 
of the part, as it reveals itself in the lines 
and situations as the author has set them 
forth. It is rarely that a more engaging 
p.cture of girlish innocence has been shown, 
and the illusion of Ife is maintained 
throughout. Too often an unnecessary 
quality of saccirine sweetness jis introduced 
into réles of this sort; but MI¥ss Robson, 
while realizing fully the tender and sym- 
pathetic qualities of Mary's nature, avoids 
the suggestion of that sweetness which Is 
eleying and annoying. 

Edwin Arden’s Lancelot somehow seemed 
best when it was least perfect in its tech- 
nical quality. This excellent actor seemed | 
j at times to be a trifle too precise, and, 

though his performance in its general as- 
pect is one to be commended, the fact re- 

mains that it will assume 
quality when a little less reserve marks the 
exposition. The réle is apparently a diffi- 
| cult one to play. for it’s exact purpose is not 
made entirely clear up to the last act; just 
how much this fault is due to playwright 
and how much to actor could hardly be de- 
termined on a first seeing of the play.

WEBER & FIELDS 
TRANSFER TWO HOUSES. 


Stair & Wilbur Secure Leases of West 
End Theatre Here and Globe 
Theatre in Boston. 


By the transfer yesterday of their leases 
of the Globe Theatre-in Boston and the 
West End Theatre in this city to Stair & 
Wilbur, Weber & Fields have- withdrawn, 
temporarily at least, from the management 
of all houses except their own music hall 
on Broadway. Mr. Weber said last night 
that.the transfer did not mean that they 


had decided to abandon all other theatrical ° 


ventures permanently, but only that the 
transaction seemed a profitable one to 
them at the present time. 

It has been common gossip along the Ri- 
alto for geveral weeks that the first vent- 
ures of the two comedians into the mana- 
gerial field have been far from profitable. 
Of course no definite statement of their 
losses has been given out, but it is known 
that they sank thousands of dollars in Will- 

| jam Collier without getting much of it back. 

| Their company now playing ‘‘ An English 
Daisy ’’ in Boston, however, is said to be 
doing a profitable business. Though Weber 
& Fields have not said that they sold out 
their leases to covey losses incurred in 
making expensive productions, such is the 
general belief. 

The lease of the Globe Theatre in Boston 
was transferred to Stair & Wilbur for a 
consideration of $50,000, and the lease of 
the West End Theatre in Harlem to the 
same firm for a period of ten years at an 


annual rental of $35,000. The new lessees 
will take possession of the Globe Jan. 16 
and the West End Jan. 25. 

Stair & Wilbur are the proprietors of the 
Majestic Theatre, on the , Grand Circle, 
where * Babes in’ Toyland” is now being 
presented. The bookings of this house, 
however, are in the hands of the firm of 
Stair & Havlin. Though ‘neither of the 
proprietors of the former firm could be 
found last night, it is generally expected 
that the policy of the two new theatres will 
be the same as that of the Majestic. That is, 
their bookings will be attended to by Stair 
& Havlin and the dates given to any at- 
traction which the firm judges will be a 
paying one, regardless of whether it is a 
syndicate or an independent attraction.

Contest Next Month. 


Intercollegiate Fencers Meet This Week 


to Arrange Dates for Dual Competi- 
tions and Annual Championship. 


There will be considerable activity in 
fencing during the opening days of the new 
year. The officers of the Intercollegiate 
Fencing Association will meet in this city 
on Saturday to arrange plans for the an- 
nual championship tournament, which will 
be held in the latter part of March. The 
New York Athletic Club will probably be 
the scene of the event, as it has for the 
past two or three years, and the exact 
dates will also be fixed at the meeting this 
week. The Fencers’ Club of the Annapolis 
Naval Academy has been anxious to secure 
the big intercollegiate tournament, but as 
the naval cadet senior class graduates in 
March, while the locality would not be as 
convenient for the majority of the colle- 
gians as this city, it is not expected that 
any radical change in the place will be 
made. The advisability of sending teams 
to the proposed intercollegiate fencing mect 
at St. Louls during the World’s Fair will 
also be discussed. 

A number of dual competitions have been 
arranged by the different colleges, and 
these dates will be passed upon at the meet- 
ing. The policy inaugurated last year, 
when the Intercollegiate Association was 
definitely formed, of having a committee 
arrange the Gates for all dual college meets, 
instead of allowing the colleges to fix their 
own contests, proved so successful that it 
will be continued this season. The general 
plan is to require the colleges wishing con- 
tests to name the dates they prefer at the 
annual meeting, when the special committee 
will pass upon them, By this method se- 
rious conflicts in the association are avoid- 
ed, and all of the minor events are stamped 
as more directly under the sanction of the 
Intercollegiate Fencing Association than 
formerly was the case. 

Seven universities compose the associa- 
tion at present—Yale, Harvard, Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, Cornell, West Point, and 
Annapolis. Princeton has recently been 
agitating the subject of forming a fencing 
club and applying for admission in the 
association, There are a number of good 
fencers at Princeton, and even if the pro- 
posed club should not be fully organized 
in order to take part in the big events this 
season, there is good prospect for believing 
that Princeton may become a member of 
the Fencing Association in the following 
year. 

Owing to the unusually early date of 
graduation of the naval cadets last Spring, 
the Annapolis Academy was not represent- 
ed in the annual intercollegiate tournament 
in this city. All of the best naval fencers 
were in the senior class, and as they were 
immediately assigned to naval duty it was 
impossible to get a second team together 
which could cope successfully with the 
teams from the other colleges. This year 
the naval cadets believe they have a team 
fully up to their best In former years, and 
every effort is being made to get as much 
practice as possible. A dual match has 
been arranged with fencers of the Turn 
Verein in this city, which will be held at 
Annapolis on Feb. 22, and a contest with 
Yale will be asked for on Jan, 30. R. B. 
Hilliard is manager of the Annapolis team. 

The Columbia fencers have commenced 
their series of college events for the pur- 
pose of giving the new men practice to meet 
outside teams. Columbia will be represent- 
ed in most of the open club events at the 
Fencers' Club in this city, and a large num- 
ber of dual college meets have been ar- 
ranged. In the annual junior foils compe- 
tition, which will be held at the New York 
Athletic Club on Jan, 26, Columbia will send 
her strongest fencers, and it is expected 
that Yale and Cornell will also be repre- 
sentel. The Newbold-Morris medals are 
the prizes, and the event is one of the 
biggest contests of the year for the newer 
material with the folls 

Columbia has recently formed a freshmen 
fencers’ club, and a team has been picked 
to meet Cutler School in a fencing bout. The 
Columbia men selected are H. Perrine, E. 
Kehrlein, and F. Lage. The contest will be 
held some time in January. E. Kehrlein is 
proving to be one of the best Columbia 
fencers this season, and his chances are 
very bright for being elected a member of 
its Varsity team in the big meet. 

A great deal of practicing is going on 
at the Fencers’ Club, in the Windsor Ar- 
cade, in preparation for the numerous 
events which will follow in rapid order aft- 
er Jan. 9 On the latter date, in tha Fenc- 
ers’ Club, will be held the annual contest 
for club teams of three, each member to 
fence with a different weapon, sabres, 
foils, and dueling swords being used. The 
trophy is the Fencers’ Club Cup, and a new 
cup has been offered this year, as the team 
from the Fencers’' Club won the prize last 
year for the third time, which; under the 
conditions, gave the club the trophy. An 
invitation team contest will be held in the 
Fencers’ Club early in February for a spe- 
cial cup. The first regular fencing event 
in the New York Athletic Club will be the 
junior tournament on Jan. 26. The club 
expects to have a strong team this season, 
ahd it will be represented in most of the 
events held here under the auspices of the 
Amateur Fencers’ League. Dr. Graeme 
Hammond, one of the club’s veteran fenc- 
ers, has been elected President of the 
Amateur Fencers’ League of America. ve

ACEFUL WILL RUN HERE 


H. B. Duryea’s Colt Back from Eng- 
land After a Year’s Absence. 


Will Be Trained for Big Handicaps Next 
Year—Trainers Huggins and Allen 
Return from Abroad. 


When the steamship Minnehaha of the 
Atlantic Transport Line reached her dock 
at Houston Street, North River, yesterday 
morning a number of horsemen were on 
hand to greet John Huggins, who for eight 
years has been William C. Whitney's train- 
er in England, and “ Matt” Allen, who 
has been training for James R. Keene. 
Among those who welcomed the voyagers 
were Enoch Wishard, trainer for John A. 
Drake; Lucien Appleby, Thomas J. Regan, 
Mr. Whitney's secretary, and John Han- 
ning. 

Huggins brought with him the chestnut 
colt Aceful and Ravenstine, belonging to 
Herman B, Duryea, and three brood mares, 
two yearlings, and one polo pony, the 
property of Willlam C. Whitney. All the 
horses looked well after their ten days’ 
sail from London. Aceful, Ravenstine, and 
the yearlings will go to Aiken, 8. C., and 
the brood mares to La Belle Farm, Lex- 
ington, Ky. Aceful will be trained for all 
the big handicaps next year. 

Aceful was shipped to England a year 
ago last November to be especially pre- 
pared for the Derby. He ran a poor race 
in that event, in fact, his turf career abroad 
was rather disappointing. 

Aceful will be a four-year-old on Friday. 
He was bred by John E. Madden at his 
farm near Lexington, Ky., and after win- 
ning the Junior Champion Stakes, at 
Gravesend, in 1902, under-the colors or 
Madden, he was sold to Willlam C. Whit- 
ney and Herman B. Duryea for $20,000. 
Aceful and Irish Lad, of the same stable, 
were beaten in the Futurity, but in the 
Flatbush Stakes subsequently the horses 
ran first and second. 

This was his last race in this country 
prior to his shipment to England” In the 
meantime Mr. Duryea bought Mr. Wait- 
ney's interest in the colt, which ran under 
Mr. Duryea's colors abroad. 

To friends on the dock who welcomed 
him home Trainer Hugging said he was 
tired of living abroad and wanted to enjoy 
life here once more. He does not know 
what he will do next year, but assured 
every one that he was still under contract 
to Mr. Whitney. Huggins further said that 
all of the Whitney horses in England had 
been sold with the exception of those he 


had brought over and about eleven animals 
which for different reasons were in the 
Stable there. Huggins and Enoch Wishard 
are old friends, and it is the intention of 
the former to visit Wishard at his home 
at Sheepshead Bay for a few days. 

Matt" Allen, In talking of Mr. Keene's 
English horses, said that some had already 
been shipped here, and the remainder had 
been sold, with the exception of Sweeper, 
which is the only horse now owned by Mr. 
Keene in England. Allen further said that 
the report that he had had a disagreement 
with Mr. Keene was untrue. He had come 
back in his employ, and was now awaiting 
his orders. 

Allen brought back with him a carriage 
horse which he took abroad a year ago. 
He also brought back Ah Wah, his Chi- 
nese cook. The cook went to England with 
him, and was allowed to land after some 
delay. The Chinaman was registered so 
that he could be brought back without 
trouble. When the certificate was shown 
the immigration officer at Quarantine the 
officer would not allow the Chinaman to 
leave with Allen when the ship got to her 
dock until the arrival of the Chinese In- 
spector. While this was being done Ah 
Wah stood about the dock with his hands 
tucked under his blouse and shivered. 


BOWDITCH FO. HARVARD COACH 
Capt. Hurley Favors the ex-End to Di- 


rect the Team Next Year. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 28.—It was 
stated authoritatively to-night that Daniel 
J. Hurley, the recently elected Captain of 
next year’s Harvard football eleven, had 
decided upon Edward Bowditch, Jr., of Al- 
bany, N. Y., as his choice for head coach 
of the team. Capt. Hurley will soon place 
Bowditch's name before the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Athletics.

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“CUBAN TREATY IN FORGE 


Importers Rush to Get Tobacco 


and Sugar Out of Bond. 


Twenty Per Cent. Reduction in Duty | 
Not Likely to Result in Cheaper | 


Sugar Before the Spring. 


The Cuban reciprocity treaty, in accord- 
ance with the terms of which there is a re- 
auction of 20 per cent. in the duty on 
sugar, tobacco, and other Cuban staples 
imported to this country, went into effect 
yesterday morning. In consequence the 
customs officials were kept busy making 
colléétions on sugar and tobacco stored in 
the bonded warehouses, the importers be- 
ing allowed to obtain it on the payment 
of the hew and lower duties. 

The withdrawals of cigars were particu- 
larly heavy, as most of the dealers had 
béen carrying light stocks in anticipation 
of the new tariff, and were pretty thor- 
oughly cleaned out by the Christmas trade. 
They are now restocking for the New 
Year’s sales with the 20 per cent. advan- 


tage. 

The sugar withdrawals amounted to about 
15,000 tons. There was comparatively lit- 
tle Sugar stered in the bonded warehouses, 
as the importers did not know until yes- 
térday, when the decision was forwardcd 
from Warhington, that the sugar could be | 
withdrawn at the lower rate. For that rea- | 
son the great bulk of raw sugar has been 
held back in Cuba pending a decision on 
that point. 

James H. Post, President of the National 
Sugar Refining Company, said that the 
néw tariff would have no particularly ap- 
preciable effect just now, as the new sched- | 
ule& have been discounted. The lower du- 
ties probably would not result in cheaper | 
sugar until Spring. } 

Arbuckle Brothers made a cut of 10 points | 
in the price of refined sugar, which other 
refiners attributed to a bid for business, 
which fs now light and unsettied. Neither 
the American nor the National Company 
mét the cut, preferring to await develop- 
ments. 

At the offices of the American Sugar | 
Refining Company it was said that no im- 
med@iate reduction in the price of refined 
sugars was to be expected. The opinion | 
Was expressed that the Cubans would en- 
déavor to keep for themselves as much as 
possible of the increased margin of profit | 
arising from the lower duty. 

Raw sugar, centrifugal, 96° test, was | 
quoted yesterday at from 3.55 to 3.50, a 
slight reduction in line with the prevailing 
lower prices throughout the past month.

THE EFFECT ON THE UNITED STATES 

There is one phase of the working of 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S proposed plan of 
protection to which not so much atten- 
tion has been paid as it deserves. It is 
the possible effect in changing the fiscal 
policy of our own country. 

A few days since Sir RicHarp CarRT- 
WRIGHT, Minister of Trade and Commerce 
in the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada, made an important speech at 
Toronto in which he examined Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’S scheme in, considerable

detail. 
He evidently looks with some apprehen- 
sion on artificial interference with the 
freedom of trade that has heretofore 
prevailed between the United Kingdom 
and the rest of the world. But he was 
strongly inclined to approve of the pol- 
icy of forcing more liberal treatment of 
British and Canadian products by the 
United States. If England should im- 
pose a tax on American food imports 
and admit those of Canada untaxed, the 
tendency would be first to stimulate 
production in Canada,: and, second, to 
stimulate emigration from this country 
into the agricultural region of Canada, 
a process already going on with a good 
deal of activity. Against this sort of 
favored. competition the American farm- 
er could be expected to revolt, especially 
as all the burdens and none of the bene- 
fits of the protective tariff fall on him. 

But the ultimate goal to which Sir 
RICHARD CARTWRIGHT looks forward is 
a practically free commerce between the 
United States and all parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire. From such an arrangement 
it is undoubted that this country would 
reap a rich harvest. It would be benefi- 
cial to all concerned, but especially to 
us, since it would open up and develop 
the great market to the north of us in 
which we are already extremely well cs- 
tablished, and would have substantially 
the effect that has been produced with- 
in our own territory by the settlement 
of new States and their admission into 
the complete commercial freedom of the 
Union. That would be a surprise and a 
disappointment to the narrower protec- 
tionists of the Chamberlain faction, but 
it would be a triumph of common sense. 


MINOR CURRENCY IMPROVEMENTS. 

We have already alluded to the provis- 
ions of a bill introduced by Mr. HI.Lu of 
Connecticut relating\to the subsidiary 
coinage, provisions that would undoubt- 
edly be very advantageous to general 
trade. The same bill, which is modestly 
entitled ‘‘To Improve Currency Condi- 
tions,” contains other features of consid- 
erable importance. 

It abolishes the distinction between 
customs receipts and other revenue and 
gives the Secretary of the Treasury dis- 
cretion to empioy National banks as de- 
positories of all public moneys and as 
financial agents. Under this amendment 
the use of the Sub-Treasury vaults for 
the idle and inconvenient piling up of 
public moneys, withdrawing them ftom 
all helpful connection with the demands 
of business, would be done away with. 
That cf itself is an immense advantage. 
And it is quite possible that the clause 
relating to the employment of the banks 
as ‘‘financial agents,’ though it is not 
novel, may, with this change in the dis- 
pesition of depositable funds, gradually 
lead to a much more modern, economical, 
and efficient handling of the Govern- 
ment business, like that which prevails 
in other great financial and commercial 
countries. 

Another clause of the bill repeals the 
existing limit ‘of $3,000,000 a month im- 
posed on the withdrawal of circulating 
notes by the National banks, a restric- 
tion for which there never was any rea- 
sonable excuse. Another gives the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury discretion as to 
the denominations in which silver certif- 
icates and United States notes may be 
issued, permits gold certificates of $19, 
and permits National banks to issue five- 
dollar bills at discretion. Under the pres- 
ent law United States notes cannot be is- 
sued for less than $10, or gold certificates 
for less than $20, while National banks 
are not allowed to issue more than one- 
third of their circulation in bills of $5.

These various restrictions were 
during the time when 
being made to force the circulation of 
standard silver dollars and silver certifi- 
cates and to prevent embarrassment to 
the Treasury by the accumulation of sil- 
The growth of the demand for 
small bills, corresponding to the increase 
in all sorts of exchanges, has been so 
great that it is now impracticable to sup- 
piv that demand. 

The changes that are made by Mr. 
Hiuw’s bill are in accordance with the 
views of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the bill fs assured of his support. It 
is understood generally that there will 
be no legislation this year effecting seri- 
ous modifications in the currency system, 
but the propositions of this bill are so 
modest and so clearly in the interest of 
the business of the country that there is 
every reason to hope that it will pass.

According to this 
theory the Kaiser looks upon the twice- 
defeated candidate for the Presidency as 
a rival or "pretender ” to the Presidency 
and declines to receive him as he would 
decline to receive that Orleanist pretend- 
er to the throne of France—whose name 
and quality we forget at the moment, al- 
though his pretensions are to an article 
of furniture that no longer exists—or as 
he would decline to receive a pretender, 
if there were any surviving pretender, to 
the throne of England by the divine 
right of the STvaRTs as against the 
GUELPHs, although that little difference 
might be supposed to be'settled by the 
prescription of more than two hundred 
years. It is lése-Presidency, Roosevelt- 
beleidigung, that these theorists suppose 
the Kaiser to have shrunk from commit- 
ting against an officially great and good 
friend. It would be difficult to explain 
to a foreigner even of the Kaiser's intelli- 
gence, but also of the Kaiser's inbred 
ways of thinking, the perfect preposter- 
ousness of this objection. As a matter of 
fact, King EpwarpD made no such diffi- 
culty about encountering a presumably 
amusing American. And in fact if Mr. 
BRYAN were still a pretender, nothing 
would so surely bring to naught his pre- 
tensions with the great majority of his 
supporters of 1896 and 1900 as the evi- 
dence that he has been, upon his own 
metion, hobnobbing with royalty. Not 
even thé acquisition of that fifteen-hun- 
dred-dollar pair of trotting horses could 
so surely expel the purchaser from the 
Presidential arena.

——To make a new charge against the 
newspapers would probably be impossible, 
but Dr. PARKHURST succeeded Sunday even- 
ing in giving a new twist to the old accusa- 
tion that our interest is all for criminals 
and calamities, and that we have no at- 
tention to bestow upon virtuous folks and 
benign events. ‘‘ The newspapers,”’ he ex- 
claimed, in dolorous accents, ‘‘ give 80 much 
Space to a good man gone wrong, and how 
little to a bad man who has reformed!" 
That's very lamentable, isn't it? And 
how grateful the bad man gone right would 
be to us if we kept harping on the differ- 
ence between his two states and never let 
people forget that, admirable as he is now 
become, he used to be a common nuisance 
or a-holy terror! It is too much to hope, 
of course, that Dr. PARKHURST, or any- 
body else who has acquired the delusion 
that newspapers, in the selection of sub- 
jects to promulgate and discuss, apply tests 
somehow different from those employed by 
all human beings the world over, will some 
day take the trouble to ascertain by direct 
observation, as they easily could, that our 
standards are precisely like their own; 
that what we think important Is similarly 
judged by themselves, and that they are not 
a bit more likely than we are to get 
excited over the things they think ought 
to excite us. But surely Dr. PARKHURST 
should be the last person to scold the 
papers for making outcry over the evils of 
life, and surely, too, he knows at least 
one good man whom the newspapers have 
not condemned to such obscurity as their 
neglect can create.

-—~Mr. W. C. Garrison, Chief of New 
Jersey's Bureau of Labor and Statistics, 
makes a rather neat simulation of surprise 
at the reception met by his report on the 
employment of children in the factories of 
the State.

Perhaps he hasn't yet thought 
out that part of the problem, but other 
people are sure to direct his attention to it 
with much promptitude. To speak in all 
seriousness of a very serious matter, Mr. 
GARRISON has set himself squarely in the 
path of every reformer and philanthropist 
who has given any attention to the child 
labor evil, and he has rejoiced all the ex- 
ploiters of children, whether conscience- 
less manufacturers or ignorant and selfish 
parents—classes that of late years have 
had not a single spokesman or defender 
who dared come out into the open, and 
whose members must now be as surprised 
as delighted to find that at last somebody 
in official position has the courage to pro- 
test against a tendency of the times which 
they have found so troublesome. That Mr. 
GARRISON wants a return to the days 
when there were no restrictiéns at all upon 
child labor is almost unthinkable, and he 
expHcitly denies it, but the difference he- 
tween that and what he admits he ‘wants 
is not nearly as large as he seems to think. 
Any such rélaxing of the labor laws as 
he suggests and apparently means to per- 
mit would have effects differing little from 
those which would follow their absolute 
repeal, and for its slight saving of expend-

LIVE STEAM IN WRECKS.

I read with profound sorrow of the great 
calamity which recently befel the Duquesne 
Filer on the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road. This accident seems to have been 
one that was unavoidable, since there was 
hardly sufficient time for the usual track 
inspection by section men after the passage 
of the freight train which accidentally 
dropped a quantity of timber on the line, 
thus causing the derailment of the flier. 

The principal cause of the deplorable 

reat loss of life is accounted for by the 

act that the smoking car was thrown on 
top of the locomotive, thus causing the 
demolition of the steam dome and allow- 
ing the live steam to scald all of the pas- 
sengers who were unfortunate enough to 
have been pinned in the wreck of sald car. 
Had electricity been used as a motive pow- 
er this could not have occurred. I have in- 
variably noticed in accounts of railroad 
wrecks where there has been loss of Iife 
steam or fire seem to have been the prin- 
cipal factors.

Dr. Remsen Foresees a Time When the 
World’s Food Supply Problem 
Will Be Difficult. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 28.—Nearly 1,000 mem- 
bers of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science gathered here to- 
day at the first session of the fifty-third 
annual convention of the association, which 
will remain in session the rest of the week. 

Carroll D. Wright, the new President, was 
installed in his office, and ex-Mayor Wal- 
bridge made a speech of welcgme, to which 
President Wright responded. David R. 
Francis, President of the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, also spoke. The principgl address of 
the day session. was by H. T. Newcomb; 
whose subject was ‘‘Some Recent Phases 
of the Labor Problem,” in the course of 
which he dealt with the boycott, and- point- 
ed out. that arbitration as a means of set- 
tling labor disputes is not without its dis- 
advantages. Mr. Newcomb said in part: 

“Enlightened employers do not expect 
or desire to obtain profits by securing the 
greatest aggregate of labor, measured in 
hours or effort, at the lowest cost. The 
American manufacturer has seen the great- 
est productive efficiency coincide with the 
highest. wages, and he knows that the coun- 
tries where workmen receive the lowest 
real wages are unable to compete in the 
markets of the world with those whose 
labor is better paid. Yet in the economic 
philosophy of American employers there is 
no place, and there should be none, for 
gratuities. It is not too much to say that, 
in the main, American employers desire to 
deal fairly and do deal fairly with the men 
whose names are on their payrolls. 

“In the current practices of unionism 
there is little uniformity. What more sig- 
nificant contrast could there be than that 
offered by American unionism; one day 
paying tribute at the graye of P. M. Arthur, 
the conservative leader of a conservative 
organization, and, on another, parading 
under the leadership of a creature under 
conviction for using his position in a labor 
union as a means of blackmail and the gro- 
tesque figure of the man whose infamous 
name has become a synonym for the un- 
speakable vileness of the lowest period in 
the political degradation of the chief city 
of this country. Yet how short the inter- 
val between the funeral of the late Grand 
Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and the labor day parade led by 
Parks and Devery. 

“The attitude of many labor organiza- 
tions toward workmen who -efus2 to icin 
their ranks approaches c!usely to @ <lenial 
oe? personal freedom in matters concerning 
which no Hberty-loving injividual can sub- 
mit to dictation. When John Mitchell and 
other leaders in the great strike ct MwW2 
proclaimed against violence, n_ the ab- 
stract,-with one breath, and with tiie next 
compared the men who were at work to 
Benedict Arnold and to the Tories cf the 
Revolutionary period, they laid :« founda- 
tion upon which it is not striage that other 
men, whose opportunities to acyuire self- 
control had been more iimited than their 
own, should erect a superstructure of vie- 
lent interference with the rights of others. 

** These leaders did not evea* verbally con- 
demn the use of the voyeutt tor the pur- 
pose of enforcing the new commandment: 
‘Without permission of the majority thou 
shalt not work.’ Jts most common use was 
to? deprive families of the necessaries of 
life and fathers who sought work for the 
sake of their little ones were sometimes 
compelled to see them suffer from junger 
because no one dared to sell then: food. 

‘“ Arbitration, to be arbitration at «il, 
must be wholly voluntary. The term com- 
pulsory arbitration is self-contradictory. 
Arbitration —vosentary erbitratsen -13 a 
term so grateful the ear to which it 
comes as a substifute for the clash of bit- 
ter industrial struggles that it s€cms un- 
gracious not to commend it without quali- 
fication. If men cannot agree, what can be 
better than to submit their 1 ferences to 
the settlement of a disint2rest2d and im- 
partial third party? A strong persons! in- 
terest is the element which is mosrc e/fect- 
ive in preventing irreparable mistakes. Ar- 
bitration may be the smaller of two ‘evils, 
but no one should fail to recognize it as an 
evil. Aside from the fa¢#t thai it leaves the 
determination of matters of primary indus- 
trial importance to persons who will ncither 
gain nor lose by the success r fallure of 
the industry, it is evil in its consequences, 
because, when there Is reason :o rely upon 
its being arranged for, that fact Cunsii- 
tutes an incentive to making, and insisting 
upon, unreasonable deman:s. E 

If you will turn to the award of the 
recent Anthracite Coal Strike «Commuss:on 
you will find that that ablest and most im- 
pertial of arbitration boards was not able to 
avoid the nearly inevitabie result of * split- 
ting the difference.’ In its pases you will 
read the contradiction of every substanti al 
averment of the striking mine work: 
You will find that the serlod «f the arent 
strike was one of lawlessness and violence, 
which the leaders of the organizttion could 
net, or, at any rate, did rot effe tively 
check. But after brs avely announcing these 
facts in terms quite equivaient to tieclar- 
ing that the strike had no justification, 
the commission yielded, as uny other arbi- 
trators would have yielded, and as nearly 
all arbitrators will yield in future contro- 
versies, to the impulse to deal generously 
with those who have relatively little and 
awarded a general advance in wages. 

In the evening Dr. Ira Remsen, the retir- 
ing President, addressed the association on 
Scientific Investigation and Progress, 

saying, in part: 

Whatever views one may 
gard to that which has come 
race%uicide,’ it is certain that the popula- 
tion of the world is increasing rapidly. In 
some parts of the earth there is such a 
surplus of population that famines occur 
from time to time, and in other parts epi- 
demics and floods relieve the embarrass- 
ment. We may fairly look forward to the 
time when the whole earth will be over- 
populated unless the production of food be- 
comes more sc jentific than it now is. 

‘Unless something is done, we may 
forward to the time when the earth, 
lack of proper fertilizers, will not be 
to produce as much as it now does, 
meanwhile the demand for food is increas- 
ing. According to the most re liable estima- 
tions, indeed, the saltpetre beds, will be ex- 
hausted in thirty or forty years. Is there 
a way out? Adolph Frank, in an address

“f there were only enough waterfalls con- 
veniently situated there would be no diffi- 
culty in furnishing all the energy needed 
by man for heat or for motion. 
*' Two exceedingly interesting experiments 
in the way of encouraging scientific inves- 
tigation are now attracting the attention of 
the world. I mean, of course, the Carnegie 
Institution, with its endowment of $10,000,- 
000, and the Rockefeiler Institute, devoted 
to investigations In the field of medicine, 
which will no doubt be adequately endowed. 
As both will make possible the carrying out 
of many investigations that would other- 
wise probably not be carried out, the 
chances of achieving valuable results will 
be increased. The danger is that those who 
are responsible for the management of the 
funds will be disappointed that the results 
are not at once of a striking character, and 
that they will be tempted to change the 
method of applving the money before those 
who are using it have had a fair chance.’’ 


TORPEDO BOATS AN AT SAN JUAN. 


Voyage of the Flotilla otilla Shows It Will Be 
Possible for It to Cross the Pacific. 


SAN JUAN, Dec. 28.—The United States 
cruiser Buffalo, convoying the torpedo boat 
flotilla, under Lieut. Lloyd H. Chandler, 
arrived off this port last night and came 
in at daylight this morning. Rough weath- 
er was experienced for part of the trip. 

It was fully demonstrated that the coal 


capacity was quite ample to cross the 
ocean. 

The torpedo boat flotilla consists of the 
destroyers Decatur, Bainbridge, Barry, 
Chauncey, and Dale, and is on its way to 
the Philippines. 


Ministers of That Body twee Legh ‘wes? 
cussion Concerning Proposed Amend- 
ment in Church Discipline. 


A lively discussion occurred yesterday ‘at 


the regular meeting of Methodist ministers 
at 150 Fifth Avenue over the question as 
to whether the so-called ‘amusement 
paragraph,” otherwise Section 248 in the 
Book of Discipline of the Methodist Bpis- 
copal Church, .should be eliminated or 
amended. The portion of this section for- 
bidding card playing, theatre going,. and 
dancing has long been a subject of heated 
debate among members of the Church. It 
was embodied in the list of rules in 1872, 
and at the general conference three years 
ago a determined effort was made to ex-< 
punge it. The effort was unsuccessful, 
and will be renewed at the next general 
conference in May, at Los Angeles, Cal. 

The Rev. Dr. Daniel Halloran, Presiding 
Elder of the Elizabeth district of the New- 
ark Conference, vigorously opposed the- rer 
peal of the section. “When,” -he said, 
“Methodism abandons her crucial self-de- 
liials, blots out the line of denunciation be- 
tween herself and the world, and merges 
her distinctive tenets to court the favor of 
the pleasure- pic dag and pleasure-seeking, 
the tides of hol ervor which have borne 
her to thousands of homes and to many 
lands will forever recede; the Methodist 
Church will become a byword, a hissing ..o 
mankind, and an inexpressible sorrow | to 
her Lord. If, true to her mission, she wilt 
continue to insist upon self-abne ‘ation and 
thorough consecration.’’ Dr. Halloran de- 
nied that Methodism has been los 
ground, and said that what the Chure 
Wanted was quality, not quantity. 

The Rev. Dr. J. A. Hensey, pastor of the 
Trinity. Methodist Episcopal Church in Pat- 
erson, declared that the rule prohibiting 
the amusements in question never had been 
enforced by the Church, and never would 
be enforced. It was, he argued, contrary 
to the spirit of the time, and could only 
lead to endless dissension. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Be Leonard, Secretary of 
the Methodist Missionary Society, recom- 
mended the retention of the clause, and 
other ministers held that special prohibi- 
tion of such amusements was unnecessary 
among those devoted to the Church. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Wesley Johnston of the 
Old John Street ¢hurch startled his hear- 
ers by asserting that the much-controverted 
clause was not lawfully in the Book of Dis- 
cipline, anyway, as it had not received the 
required majority in the general conference 
and the local conferences throughout the 
country. 


DENY DR. MYERS’S CHARGES. 


Gen. Greene and nd Capt: Piper Answer 
Allegations Made by the Brook- 
lyn Preacher. 


Police Commissioner Greene ang Deputy 
Commissioner Piper replied yesterday .to 
the statements made on Sunday night by 
the Rev. Dr. Cortland Myers, pastor of 
the Baptist Temple, Brooklyn, in connec- 
tion with the clergyman's charge that they 
had neglected their duty in not suppressing 
poolrooms alleged to be in operation in this 
city. 

Concerning the clergyman’s assertion 
that he would give $500 to charity if Capt. 
Piper could prove his statement that any 
member of the Law Enforcement Society 
had ever been arrested for robbing a wo- 
man, or for any similar offense, the Cap- 
tain said unhesitatingly that he knew of 


two such arrests. One, he-declared, was 
that of a man accused of trying to black- 
mail a woman. There was a counter charge 
against her, and the man was discharged 
in court. The other case, the Deputy Com- 
missioner said, was that of a man now a 
fugitive from justice, charged with pre- 
senting worthless checks. He denied em- 
pretcalty the charge that Sergeants’ 
adges had been given to employes of the 
society to ‘‘ win them over,”’ stamping the 
statement as a falsehood. “I never gave 
any man a Sergeant's badge unless he was 
a regular Sergeant of Police,” said the 
Deputy Commissioner. 

Commissioner Greene reiterated his state- 
ment that the information given him by 
Mr. Walker, counsel, for Dr. Myers’s s0- 
clety, was too meagre to warrant arrests 
at the places named. ‘I have,"’ continued 
the Commissioner, ‘‘ asked for and received 
reports from all the Tnopecter’s and Deputy 
Commissioners regarding these poolroom 
cases, and am having the reports tabulated 
and analyzed. They will tell how’ many 
times arrests have been made, and also 
how many times arrests have resulted 
from information furnished by the clergy- 
man's society.’ 

Later the Commissioner said 
report showed thirteen places mentioned by 
Dr. Myers’s society as poolrooms in Man- 
hattan; that at one of these places the 
people ‘had been dispossessed; in five other 
cases arrests had been made, two of the 
suspects being held for trial and three dis- 
charged, and of the remaining seven no 
evidence of any kind could be found on 
which to make an arrest.

NOTED WOMAN WRITER DEAD. 


Mrs. Alexander Sullivan’s Death Ends 
Long Editorial Career. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Mrs. Alexander Sul- 
livan, well known on both sides of the At- 
lantic as an author and editorial writer, 
died to-day after one week's illness follow- 
ing a stroke of paralysis. 

Mrs. Sullivan, formerly Miss Margaret F. 
Buchanan, was fifty-six years old. She 
was born in Ireland, but her family re- 
moved to Detroit, Mich., when she was an 
infant. Mrs. Sullivan was educated in the 
Sacred Heart Convent, and was also a 
graduate of the Detroit High School. She 
was a proficient Greek, Latin, and French 
scholar. 

During Charles A. Dana's lifetime she was 
a frequent contributor to The New York 
Sun, and was an editorial writer on The 
Chicago Times in the days of Wilbur F. 
Storey. Up to the time of her last illness 
Mrs. Sullivan was an editorial writer on 


The Chicago Chronicle. 

In 1896 she had a stroke of paralysis 
from which she recovered completely, but 
she was stricken again Sunday afternoon. 


Mrs. Sullivan's career as a newspaper 
writer began more than thirty years ago. 
In the house in which she lived then in 


Chicago lived also an editorial writer of a 
local paper, and one evening, being hard 
presed by his work, the writer asked Mrs, 
Sullivan, then Miss Margaret Buchanan, 
if she would assist him. She consented, and 
did her part so well that in a short ‘time 
the writer was relying on her to do most 
of his writing. The fact that she was 
doing the work at length reached the office 
of the paper, and she was asked to call on 
the editor. 

Miss Buchanan called, and} without warn- 
ing, was ordered to write an editorial on 
the tariff. For two hours she worked with 
the task, and at the end of that time pro- 
duced an editorial which assured her being 
retained by the paper. 

When the Gla stone- -Parnell controversy 
arose Mrs, Sullivan was sent to London to 
report the proceedings. Her next assign- 
ment of importance was in 1889, when she 
was sent by The Associated Press to Paris 
to describe in ten cablegrams the opening 
events of the Universal Exposition. 

When she arrived in Paris she found the 
accommodations for the press exhausted. 
Mrs, Sullivan went to the French. Ministry 
for assistance, and, being refused, quickly 
wrote out two telegrams in the presence of 
the Minister, one addressed to cretary of 
State James G. Blaine and the other to the 
President of The Associated Press. 

In the first she said that France did not 
wish the patronage of the United States 
in ge gt the exposition, and in the. sec- 
ond she sald that the French authorities 
were trying to withhold the news of the 
opening of the exposition from the Amer- 
ican public. 

The Minister read the cablegrams, and 
promised her two seats, second in_posi- 
tion only to those occupied by the Presi- 
dent and his: wife. 

For a time after her marriage to Alex- 
ander Sullyan Mrs. Sullivan was out of 
the newspaper bu: speenese, but later resumed 
her editorial work. 


SIR WILLIAM ALLAN, M. P., DEAD 


fingineer and Ship Owner Succumbs to 
Heart Disease—Was Captured in 
. the American Civil War. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—Sir William Allan, 
the well-known marine engineer, ship own- 
er, and member of Parliament for Gates- 
head since 1898, died ceed from heart 
disease.

DEATH OF GEORGE GISSING. 


English Novelist Was Born In 1857—~ 
His Life a Long Struggle 
Against Poverty. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—George Gissing, the 
novelist, died from consumption to-day at 
St. Jean-de-Luz, in the Pyrenees. 
He was born at Wakefield, 

Nov. 22, 1857. 


England, 


—— 


George Gissing’s name has become known 
in this country only during the last few 
years, although he had been a popular writ- 
er in England for a much longer time. Of 
late years he had become an extreme pes- 
simist, as is clearly shown in his works. 
His power as a writer of tragic fiction was 
sO great that he was recognized as a leader 
in this field. 

Gissing's life was a struggle against pov- 
erty from his thirteenth year, when his 
father died, until he was recognized by the 
British public. He received a middle class 
education, but did not go to a university. 
Several years after he left school were 
spent in travel on the continent, where he 
gained a mastery over several languages 
and secured much material for his later 
writings. On his return from the con- 
tinent Gissing became a school teacher, but 
was forced to give up the work because of 
ill-health. 

When he began his literary career Giss- 
ing was so poor that he did not know where 
to find his next meal. For two years he 
fought against poverty, and then resolved 
that literature alone would not support 
him. He became a private tutor, but con- 
tinued to write much. 

In 1880 his first published novel, entitled 
“Workers in the Dawn,”’ was printed. It 
did not at the time have a large sale, but 
it was reviewed favorably. Four years 
later “‘ The Unclassed’”’ appeared, and was 
an immediate success, ‘‘ Demos,” his next 
novel, gained him great praise, though 
bringing him little money. The book dealt 
with English Socialism. The work which 
was regarded as his best by the author 


was ‘“‘ The Nether World,”’ which was pub- 
lished in 1880 and dealt with the lowest 
forms of London life. 

Several more works of greater or less 
success were published up to 1891, when 
Gissing again found himself in financial 
difficulties. He tried to write something 
which would take, meanwhile supporting 
himself by selling his own collection of 
books to dealers s. When he finished ‘*‘ New 
Grud Street” he parted with the manu- 
script for £150. The book sold well. 

London furnished Gissing with much of 
his material. He went to the city once 
each week from his home at Epsom and 
rambled through the streets in search of 
characters and incidents. His one and only 
amusement was an occasional visit to the 
British Museum. 

Gissing said of his own work: “If my 
stories are full of. pessimism it is because 
my life is so. I write of write of what I know best,” 


NOTED PHILOLOGIST DEAD. 


Dr. H. L. Thomas, Master of Twenty 
Languages, Dies at Washington, 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—One of the 
famous characters of Washington, Dr. H. 
L. Thomas, the translator at the State De- 
partment, died early this morning, aged 

sixty-eight years. 

He was a resident of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
and a descendant of an old Dutch family. 
Early in life he developed a remarkable 
love of languages, sO much so that he soon 
became an authority in several modern 
tongues. Entering the State Department in 
1869, he mastered twenty different lan- 
guages and acquired an international rep- 
utation as one of the ablest philologists of 
his times. 

He could read all the languages spoken 
in Europe except Russian. The latter he 
said he had never Been able to master, al- 
though he could make accurate and rapid 
translations from it if necessary. The 
others he knew so well that he rarely 
showed any hesitancy in reading and writ- 
ing them, and in several he was an accom- 
plished conversationist. 

Before coming to Washington Dr. Thomas 
was instructor in the family of S. F. B. 
Morse, and traveled around the world with 
the celebrated inventor. 

Dr. Thomas knew, as a basis for the 
modern languages, Latin and Greek, and, in 
addition, ebrew, Sanscrit, Arabic, Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Polish, Portuguese, Italian, 
German, French, Swedish, panish, Nor- 
wegian, Danish, and Dutch. He was re- 
garded as an authority by linguists all over 
the world, who often sent him manuscripts 
for translation, and his opinions in philo- 
logical matters were sought by many of 
the most learned teachers. 

For many years he had been occupied tn 
collecting a large library of books in all 
the known languages of the earth. His

Thomas of St, Luke's Hospital, New York, 
who was with his father at the time of 
his death.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks strong. 


Call money steady, 4%@6 per cent. 


Yesterday's stock market highly 
pleased those who are “bulls upon 
prices,” meaning that the speculative 


situation and the prolonged decline ywar- 
rant a market advance irrespective of 
values. If there were any disposition to 
question the strength of the market the 
facts would not permit it. Of sixteen 
stocks which gave the market tone by 
their activity—each selling into the ten- 
thousand-share class—not oné declined. 
Included in their number were the most 
substantial and representative proper- 
ties of the list, so that one reproach 
against last wecek’s improvement disap- 
pears with this week’s resumption of it. 
But it remains true that the largest ad- 


vances were among the specialties, 


whose persistent professional support 
gave the rise its start and character. 
Realty preferred rose over 3, and dis- 
tinguished itself by its moderation com- 
pared with the electrics. Westinghouse 
advanced over 8, and General Electric 


over 5, The advance of 3% for Colorado 


Fuel was of course a truer reflection of 


the market than the decline of 25 in the 
preferred. The former reflected improv- 
ing opinion upon the financial readjust- 
ment, and the latter merely brought an 
artificial quotation into line with con- 


ditions. The yolume of business was 
decidedly larger for both shares and 


bonds. Several mortgages were active 


and others were strong, but none were 
more conspicuous for both qualities than 
Wabash Bs. 


There was a mixture of good and bad 
in the day's news, but even hardened 


optimists must look elsewhere for the 
motive of the day’s business. The in- 
difference to London's liberal selling 
was marked, and included indifference 
to London’s greater attention to the war 


Situation, which is conspicuously a sec- 
ondary factor here. The engagement of 


$1,700,000 gold was in itself stimulating; 
but it is not suggestive of easing mone- 
tary conditions here without this uncer- 
tain help, while there are contra indi- 


cations of undeniable weight. If Atchi- 
son and Lake Shore cannot borrow at 
4 per cent., inferior borrowers must pb- 


viously pay more. It eannot be: suid of. 


the money market so certainly as of the 
stock market that there is enough to g0 
around. This applies to the time market 
rather than to the call money market, 
which is unusually easy for this week. 
The railway earnings were very mixed, 
Atchison, for instance, making a good 
report, and Wabash a bad one. To be 
sure, decreases in net should be regarded 
with the qualification that increases in 
gross still point to general activity in 
trade, even if railways are unable to se- 
cure their share of profit. But the fact 
remains that Wabash’s net decreased ih 
November twice as much as in the pe- 
riod since July, indicating progressive 
deterioration. 

There was some talk of improving con- 
ditions.in the iron trade, but it was not 
indicated in the classified statement of 
foreign trade for November. It showed 
scant traces of the hoped-for increase of 
exports of this commodity, but did re- 
flect decrease of imports of those classes 


of imports of manufacturers’ materials 
which pointed to prosperity througn 
their consumption. An increase in im- 
ports of manufacturers’ materials for 
eleven months of about a million month- 
ly, and a decrease of $8,570,788 for the 


last month reported, is a contrast which 


speaks for itself. It is satisfactory to 


find imports of luxuries falling off as 
well, bhkt it does not indicate continuance 
of that lavish expenditure which char- 
acterized the earlier months. Even now 
luxuries decrease by only one-third as 


much as manufacturers’ materials, It 


would be a better sign if the proportions 


were reversed. But these considerations 
should not conceal the fact that the 
year’s foreign commerce is wonderfully 
gcod, and best.at its close. 


The cotton market continues in a high- 
ly explosive condition, which seems to 


be precisely what is wanted by those 


working in it. The crop report marks a 
few million bushels off everything, as 
compared with November. Wheat loses 
twenty-odd millions of bushels, corn 69,- 


000,000, oats 5,000,000. Hay gains 1,500,- 
000 tons over last year, which means 


more than the figures show, for dried 
grass is inferior only to corn as a money 
maker for the farmer. The yields are all 
generous, indicating nothing of scarcity, 


but the expectation is modified precisely 


as the figures show, nevertheless. The 
three leading crops aggregate 3,665,000,-

Business Broadening.—Nearly twice as 
much business was transacted on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday as had been done 
the day before Christmas, and, instead of a 
continuation of the reactionary tendency 
which appeared at the close of that day, 
prices resumed the advance with very lit- 
tle hesitation and closed much above the 
final prices of last week. The buying 
movement seemed to have gathered 
strength over the holidays, and apparently 
yesterday's trading represented some in- 


crease in outside business, a better com- 
mission business being reported in various 
quarters, A large number of stocks were 
dealt in, and the concentration of business 


which has frequently been commented upon 
of late as an unfavorable feature of the 
market was much less in evidence.

This is a much better 
showing than that of most days last week

Railroad Stocks Strong.—Yesterday's 
market Was much less confined to special- 
ties than last week's market. The electric 
stocks and a number of other high-priced 
industrials continued their advance, as did 
also the tractions, but the movement was 
not Mmited to these quarters, as it was 
largely on many recent days. After a 
rather quiet opening in most of them, the 
railroad issues began to share in the 
strength of the rest of the market and 
fared so well that the day’s final prices for 
these stocks showed gai.s amounting to as 
much as several points. This showing was 
all the more satisfactory on account of the 
London selling, which was heavy enough 
to be an unfavorable factor, but which was 
sO well taken that the advance in quota- 
tions was in few or no cases materially 
halted.

Co. $250,000, making a total of $1,700,000. 
Other bankers were also engaged in the ef- 


fort to secure gold, and there may be fur- 


ther engagements announced to-day. The 
decline of last week in the sterling ex- 
change market, in conjunction with the 
lower price for gold in London, forcibly 
suggested the resumption of the movement 
of the precious metal to this country and 
the weakness of the exchange market at 


the opening yesterday served to facilitate 


the negotiations for additional gold im- 
ports.

JUMEL MANSION AND 
| NEW PARK ARE OPENED 


: Senator Depew Speaks at Cere- 
-monies on Historic Spot. 


Many Patriotic Organizations Represent- 
ed—Sketch of the Famous Build- 
ing’s Associations. 


Roger Morris Park, in which is situated 
the historic Jumel Mansion, was formally 
opened yesterday afternoon. The park, 
which is about two blocks square, runs be- 
tween One Hundred and Sixtieth and One 
Hundred and Sixty-secand Streets, along 
Jumel Place. It comprises all that is 
left of the large estate origfnally owned by 
Roger Morris, an officer in the British 
Army, who went to England at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 

The opening was made the occasion of a 
patriotic demonstration, participated in By 
the Sons of the’ Revolution, Sons of the 
American Revolution, the Daughters of 
the Revolution, the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, the Colonial Dames of 
America, the Colonial Dames af the State 
of New York, the Washington Continental 
Guard, the American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation Society, and the Veteran 
Corps of-the War of 1812. Music was fur- 
mshed by the Old Guard Band. 

The mansion was artistically draped and 
@ecorated with American flags and bunting. 
Park-Commissioner William R. Willcox pre- 
sided, and the exercises opened with an in- 
vocation by the Rev. F. Landon Humph- 
reys of the Cathedral of St. John the Di- 
vine ‘and Assistant Chaplain of the Sons of 
the Revolution, State of New York. After 
a brief address by Commissioner Willcox, 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew was intro- 
duce&. He said in part: 

“New York is unique as compared with 
all cities of the Old World, both great and 
small, in that it has preserved but three 
monuments of historic interest. The delight 
of the traveler who intelligently visits other 
lands is contact with the architectural re- 

_mains of former times. These old towns 
are all rich in well-preserved structures 
which illustrate the story of their origin 
and development. But this metropolis, 
towering so magnificently above them all, 
has~ in its possession -little besides 

Fraunces’s Tavern, St.’ Paul's Church, and 
this recently purchased Jumel Mansion. 

*“ But here in this mansion and grounds 
we have a place which talks eloquently, 
and all the world can listen. It speaks 
and portrays picturesquely Colonial and 
Revolutionary characters and incidents and 
the story of American life, from the Co- 
lonial period down to our own day. The 
spirit of intense loyalty to Great Britain 
once permeated.its halis and rooms. Col. 
Roger Morris, who had been wounded while 
with Braddock’s army in the fatal fight at 
Fort Duquesne, and won distinction with 
Wolfe upon the Plain of Abraham in the 
conquest of Quebec, dispensed here for 
many years elegant hospitality. 

“Romance and history have moved to- 
gether about these grounds. The wife of 
Col. Merris was that Mary Philipse who 
won the heart of Washington and rejected 
his suit. Washington, though invincible in 
War and peace, was singularly unsuccess- 
ful in affairs of the heart. When the Rev- 
olution broke out Col. Morris, as a retired 
officer of: the British Army and the son 
of an English baronet, espoused the royal 
cause. At the close of the war he went 
with his family to Great Britain and was 
never permitted to return. 

“The cld house, which was closed by the 
flight of its owners, was reopened by Gen. 
Washington as his headquarters, immedi- 
ately after the disastrous battle of Long 
island. It was while the. British were 

rowing up a line of intrenchments a 
8 distance below, at Ninety-fourth 
Street, that from this piazza at One Hun- 
dred and Sixtieth Street he was watching 
the enemy .and preparing for the battle 
Which Was imminent. Here he gave audi- 

e to Nathan Hale prior to the self-sac- 
Fiticing and fatal mission of that gallant 
youth. 

“In this brief period history once more 

becomes romance. Two young men of 

about the same age were constant visitors. 

Aaron Burr was serving as Washington's 

secretary, and Alexander Hamilton, by his 

skill in command of a battery of artillery 

_ and building of earthworks, had won the 
attention of the commander. It. was here 
that Washington conceived a distrust and 
dislike of Burr, which grew in intensity, 
and that confidence in Hamilton which be- 
came greater every day of his life. 

“Washington, with Gen. Greene, Gen. 
Putnam,: Gen. Mercer, and others, later 
came here on a reconnoissance to see what 
the British were doing with their intrench- 
ments below. Upon this piazza at that 
maoment were gathered almost all there 
was of the military brains and experience 
of the army of the young revolution, for 
this was in 1776. Fifteen minutes after 
Washington had left for the Hudson River 
to return to Fort Lee the house was occu- 
pied by a detachment of. British and Hes- 
sians. In that quarter of an hour were 
suspended the destinies of the American 
Republic. : 

“After varying fortunes, this house be- 
came in 1810 the property of Stephen 
Jumei, a French cotfee planter in Santo 
‘Domingo, who had escaped the massacre 
and settled in New York. His. American 
wife was famed for her peenee and wit. 
She had a genius for social life, and re- 
vived al! the early glories of the place. 
When Napoleon was dethroned the Jumels 
offered him a home ,for-life, but he de- 
clined and began the course that ended at 
Waterloo. When Louis Napoleon arrived 
here as an exile he was received by Mme. 
Jumel as an honored guest. 

“*Mme. Jumel was a widow of fifty-seven, 
beauty and 
charm, when she fell under the spell-of the 
fascination of Aaron Burr. Though sev- 
enty-eight years of age he was still almost 
hypnotically attractive to women, and won 
Mme. Jumel as his wife: The ceremony 
‘was performed in the room where nearly 
threescore years before he had served as 
secretary to Washington. 

“The wealth of his wife aroused that 
&ppetite for daring speculation which had 
repeatedly been Burr's unmaking. He 
“. abused her confidence, lost a portion of 
“ her fortune, and she summarily dismissed 
him within a, year. He died three years 
afterward in loneliness and poverty at Port 
Richmond, 8. I.”

Arrangements for the inauguration of 
Mayor-elect McClellan at noon on Friday 
were completed yesterday, when Mayor 
Low received John H. O’Brien, Secretary 
to Col. McClellan, and together they 
mapped out the programme. The general 
procedure was suggested by Mayor Low, 
and agreed to by Mr. O'Brien, acting for 
the Mayor-elect. 

According to the plan,.Col. McClellan, ac- 
companied by Secretary O’Brien and his 
official staff, will reach the City Hall at 
11:45 o'clock Friday, and will be received 
by Mayor Low in the private office ofethe 
executive, while the staffs of the outgoing 
and incoming Mayors will gather in the 


general reception room.* Promptly at 


noon, when Mayor Low’s term expires, Mr. 
Low and Col. McClellan will walk together 
into the reception room, and in a short ad- 
dress Mr. Low will turft the office over to 
his successor. P 

Col. McClellan will say but a few words 
in reply, and then at once will sign the 
commissions of his various appointees. 
Armed with these commissions, the ap- 

ointees, after being sworn in by Mayor 
McClellan, will go to the respective depart- 
ments they have been appointed to fill, and 
will be received by the present incumbents, 
who will formally turn the various offices 
over to their successors. 

During the afternoon of New Year's Day, 
after the inauguration ceremonies have 
been completed, Mayor :McClellan will in- 
formally receive his friends at the Mayor's 
office. Being a holiday, little business will 
be transacted. Mayor McClellan will start 
his routine business on the next day, Satur- 
day. He will not visit the office of the 
Mayor until he goes there for the inaugura- 
tion. 

While the inauguration of the Mayor is 
progressing on the first floor of the City 
Hall, Borough President Cantor will be re- 
ceiving his successor, John F. Ahearn, on 
the floor above. If Mr. Ahearn is attended 
by a large delegation of his followers from 
the Fourth District, Mr. Cantor will receive 
him in the old Council Chamber, but if Mr. 
Ahearn is attended merely , 4 his personal 
staff, he will be received in the general of- 
fice of the Borough President. Sheriff- 
elect Erlanger will be recelved at noon by 
the retiring Sheriff, William O’Brien, and 
brief ceremonies will be held in the Sher- 
iff's office. Both Controller Grout and 
President Fornes of the Board of Aldermen 
will go to their present offices, hang their 
hats on different pegs from those used on 
Dec. 31, announce themselves as inaugur- 
ated, and then receive’ some of their 
friends. 


ALDERMANIC SESSION ENDS. 


Members Make Presentations to Presi- 
dents Fornes and Cantor, Vice Chair- 
man Mclinnes and Mr. McCall. 


Speechmaking along complimentary lines 
and the presentation of testimonials to va- 
rious officials yesterday wound up the 
life of the present Board of Aldermen, 
which will hold-no further meeting before 
going out of office with the current year. 
The last meeting was held one.day in ad- 
vance of the usual meeting day, which ts 
Tuesday, in order to allow the Mayor suf- 
ficient time in which to act upon matters 
requiring executive approval. 

Vice Chairman McInnes presided, and 
after the usual routine had been cleared 
away made a farewell address. Mr. Mc- 
Innes retires from the board because, ow- 
ing to some differences with Timothy L. 
Woodruff in Brooklyn, he was not given a 
promised renomination. Mr. McInnes in his 
speech thanked President Fornes for the 
confidence reposed in him during the two 
years he hae been the Vicé Chairman of the 
board, and also thanked his fellow-mem- 
bers. On the motion of Alderman Doull it 
was ordered that the Vice Chairman's 
words be printed in the minutes of the 
meeting. 

Then Alderman Sullivan, the Tammany 
leader, offered a resolution, which was 
adopted by a rising wote, extending the 
thanks of the members to President Fornes. 
Alderman McCall offered a similar resolu- 
tion of thanks for Vice Chairman McInnes 
and wishing him all success for his future 
career, and complimenting him on his ad- 
ministration of parliamentary law. Cdém- 
plimentary resolutions also were passed in 
behalf of City Clerk Scully, Deputy City 
Clerk Nicholas J. Hayes, Chief Clerk 
Blake, and Aldermen McCall and Good- 


man. 

In addition to the resolutions President 
Fornes received a large silver loving cup 
from the members, Alderman McCall mak- 
ing the esentation speech. Alderman 
Doull cande the speech presenting a similar 
cup to Mr. McInnes, while Alderman Wa- 
fer, in the name of the board, gave Bor- 
ough President Cantor of Manhattan a 
framed set of resolutions of thanks. Al- 
derman McCall recelyed a silver tea serv- 
ice from the Tammany members, the pres- 
entation being by Alderman Sullivan. Bor- 
ough President Swanstrom of Brooklyn, a 
Fusionist, added some words of praise for 
Alderman McCall. 


CITY’S HEALTHY CONDITION. 


Registrar Guilfoy Says Record for the 
Year Probably Will Be Lowest in 
New York's History. 


The lowest death rate in the history of 
the city is likely to be revealed when the 
record for the past year is made public on 
Dec. 31 by the Department of Health. 

This forecast was vouchsafed by Dr. 
William H. Guilfoy, Registrar of Records 
of the department yesterday, who said that 
the percentage of deaths would probably 
be 18.15 for. each 1,000 of the population. 
The estimated total deaths from all causes 
in the greater city for the year was placed 
by Dr. Guilfoy at about 67,000. The per- 
centage for the year 1902, the lowest 
recorded up to that time, was 18.75. The 
union of all the boroughs into the greater 
city, he said, tended to lower the average 
of the death rate, because the rate is al- 
ways slightly higher in Manhattan and the 
Bronx than it is in the outlying boroughs. 

Dr. Guilfoy admitted that not all of the 
credit of the low death rate was due to 
Commissioner Ledérle’s administration of 
the department, efficient as that. had been, 
adding: ‘It is in a great measure the fort- 
unate dispensation of the power which 
rules the weather, and which holds the 
prevalence of, diseases in check. The last 
two Summers were remarkably cool, for 
example, very much decreasing the death 
rate among infants.’’ 

Speaking of pneumonia, concerning which 
there has been considerable discussion re- 
cently, Dr. Guilfoy said that the prevalence 
of that disease was largely due to the epi- 
demic of influenza in 1889, and from which 
the city has in reality not yet been re- 
lieved. The prevalence of the disease had 
affected the respiratory organs of many 
persons so as to make them very liable to 
pneumonia. He thought the records would 
show that the fatalities due to pneumonia 
would amount to from 12 to 15 per cent. 


Traction Company Franchise Hearing. 

Mayor Low yesterday gave a hearing to 
citizens of Qnheens and Nassau Counties on 
the franchise, passed by the Board of Al- 
dermen and now before the Mayor, to per- 
mit the New York and Long Island Trac- 
tion Company to.extend its tracks through 
Queens County and to the terminal of the 
Brooklyn elevated lines. The grant covers 
about fifteen additional miles of track 
within the city iimits, practically all in 


Queens County. Property owners general- 
y favored the grant in order to obtain re- 
lief from what they termed the present 
‘“‘miserably inadequate service.’’ The only 
opposition came from the counsel for the 

ew York and North Shore Railway Com- 
pany, which operates over one mile of 
streets included in the grant to the other 
company. 


Street Preaching Amendment Signed. 

At the practically unanimous request of 
the city churches, missionary societies, 
jand the men and women who preach in the 
‘street, Mayor Low yesterday signed an 
amendment to the revised ordinances so as 
to give the privilege of preaching in the 
streets to lay workers who may be prop- 
erly vouched for by responsible religious 
organizations. A rather extended hearing 
on the subject was hel@ in the Mayor's of- 


fice before the ordinance Was signed. The 
ordinance, as it previously existed, limited 
the street preachers to regularly ordained 
clergymen. Among those who appeared in

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BOY IN A CAB 
Dr. Thos. Hendrick Believed to Have 
Taken His Son from Mother. 


Physician Figuned In Conspiracy to Get 
the Henry Cc. Bennett Estate for 
Laura Biggar. 


Six Central Office detectives were hur- 
ried over to Brooklyn yesterday to search 
bor two men who were alleged to have 
kidnapped six-year-old Thomas Hendrick, 
whose father, Dr. Charles C. Hendrick, 
figured in the conspiracy to get possession 
of the estate of the late Henry C. Bennett 
for Laura Biggar. , 

Mrs. Agnes M. Hendrick, who has not 
lived with htr husband since he was tried 
on the conspiracy charge, and resides with 
her mother in Brooklyn, went to the Ham- 
ilton Avenue Station yesterday morning 
and told how her child had been taken 
away by two strange men in a mysterious 
looking cab. After working on the casc 
for several hours the detectives went back 
to Headquarters and reported that in their 
opinion the boy had been ‘taken away by 
his father, Dr. Hendrick. 

When seen at the home of her mother at 
109 President Street, Mrs. Hendrick said 
that she had finally concluded that her 
boy had been kidnapped by her husband. 

“When he deserted me for Laura Big- 
gar,’’ she said, ‘I brought an action in 
the New Jersey courts for a separation, 
and the court allowed me $10 a week ‘pend- 
ing the trial of this suit. But my husband 
went away and never paid any alimony. 
I then left the home of his mother in Ho- 
boken, where I had been-living and came 
over here to Brooklyn to reside with my 
mother, taking my three children with me. 
Then rmey husband brought a’ suit against 
me for divorce. Finally one day when I 
saw him at Coney Island I caused his ar- 
rest on a charge of abandonment and he 
was arraigned before Magistrate Vorhees, 
who released him on bail. Again he dis- 
appeared. But he continued to write to 
me at intervals, and each time he wrote 
he declared that some day he would get 
possession of the children. 

“About 10 o'clock this morning my 
brother, James Nallin, who is the owner of 
a saloon at the corner of President and 
Hicks Streets, received a telephone mes- 
sage from some one who said over the phone, 
‘I'm a friend of yours. Don’t Mave the 
store till I get there; I want to see you. 
I will be up before noon.’ A few minutes 
later a strange, man called upon me and 
told me that my brother James wanted 
to see me immediately over at the store. 
I hurried over and my brother was sur- 
prised to see me, explaining that he had 
sent no one to the house. We concluded 
there was something wrong and I hurried 
back home, 

“When I got at the door I was met by 
a neighbor. Annie Sinzer, of 115 President 
Street, Who told me that a strange man 
had dragged my boy Tom around the cor- 
ner, When I ran around the corner I met 
several people, who told me two strangers 
had taken the boy away in’a cab. Tom 
was on the way tothe grocery for his 
grandmother. He was crying and scream- 
ing when they took him.” 

Mrs. Hendrick also said that she had 
secured an order of arrest from Judge 
Dickey, in the Supreme Court, against 
Laura Biggar, whom she was suing for 
$250,000 on the ground that she has alien- 
ated the affections of her husband. 

One of the neighbors who saw the boy 
taken away told the police that he inter- 
fered with the man who lifted the boy into 
the carriage, remarking: 

‘What are you doing to that child?” 

“None of your business,’"” answered the 
man in the cab. ‘I'm that boy’s father.” 

Dr. Hendrick's mother, when seen at her 


home at 524 Garden Street, Hoboken, last 
night, declared that she had heard nothing 
about the kidnapping. 

‘But I would not be surprised to learn 
that my son, Dr. Hendrick, took his boy 
away,” she added. 

‘“*] would not be surprised to learn that 
my brother kidnapped his child,’’ said Jo- 
seph Hendrick, the doctor's brother in Ho- 
boken. “ He told me that he intended to 
get possession of the children if he pos- 
sibly could. In April last he was placed 
under bonds to pay his wife alimony, but 
he claimed that after making the first pay- 
ment his bond was legally canceled. Only 
last week the higher court rendered a decis- 
ion on this point in my brother's favor. So 
I suppose the doctor has taken charge of 
his boy Tom with the intention of giving 
him a good education.”’ 


DENOUNCES COLD CARS. 


Magistrate Flammer Says His Iijness 
Was Contracted on Elevated Road— 
Suggests Criminal Prosecution. 


Magistrate Charles A. Flammer, sitting 
yesterday in the Jefferson Market Court, 
was suffering from a severe cold when 
he reached the Court House in the morning. 
He said he had contracted the cold in an 
unheated elevated car and added: 

“The attitude of the railway company 
in its failure, or refusal, to heat the trains 
which are daily operated over its system 
leaves it open, not only to just criticism, 
but also to punishment. for a violation of 
the Penal Code. On my way down town 
yesterday morning I was obliged to take a

nue to get to court. 

“I noticed after boarding the train that 
although my car was supplied with elec- 
tric heaters, these heaters were not being 
used. By the time my train had reached 
Forty-second Street I was thoroughly 
chilled, and I noticed other passengers on 
the train were suffering just as I was. 
When I quitted the train at. Bighth Street 
I felt most uncomfortable, as a eold had 
already taken hold of me. This morning I 
find my cold much worse, althougn I re- 
sorted to preventive measures. 

“From facts brought to my attention no 
effort is made on the part of the company 
to heat many of the trains sent out early 
in the day. Such action seems to me to be 
decidedly culpable. Section JS5 of the Pe- 
nal Code covers the offense of which the 
company, in my opinion, is guilty. That 
section reads, in part, as follows: 


‘‘A public nuisance is a crime against the or- 
der and economy of the State, and consists in 
unlawfully doing an act, or omitting to per- 
form a duty, which act or omission: 

*“*(1) Annoys, injures, or endangers the com- 
fort, repose, health, or safety of any consider- 
able number of persons, &c. 

“Under this section the company is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. I am perfectly 
willing to accept a complaint against: the 
railway company on these grounds, as the 
basis of a criminal action. 

“ One case brought to my attention js that 
of a young lady, the daughter of one of 
my associates on the bench, who is very ill 
at her home, the result of a trip she took 
on one of those thoroughly cold trains.”

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BUS HIST COTTON 


Spring and Summer Options Gross 


the 14-Cent Mark. 


Highest Prices Since 1875 — Market 
Closes Firm After a Day of Wildly 


Exciting Trading. . 


The Spring ent ‘Wemnite options of the 
eotton market in this city yesterday 
crossed the furteen-cent mark with a 
rush. This not only represents the highest 
prices for the season, but establishes high- 
er prices than at any time since the year 
1875, when cotton sold for 17 cents. 

The advance yesterday happened right 
at the opening, and was accompanied -with 
tremendous excitement. ‘The cotton mar- 
kets of the world had ‘had a holiday since 
the day before Christmas. On that day all 
the options had closed down some 20 
points, and the expectation was that after 
the holiday there would be another reac- 
tion in view of the continued heavy re- 
ceipts. There was therefore not a little 
surprise when the Liverpool cables before 
the opening here showed great, strength, 
with quotations some 14 points higher. 

Of course, the opening was wild, and ad- 
vances of from 20 to 5® points were re- 
corded on the first call. There was quite a 
short interest outstanding on Thursday, 
when the market closed, and those who 
were caught in this awkward position did 
their best to cover. Besides, there had ac- 
cumulated over the holidays a large num- 
ber of buying orders, and in attempting to 
execute these orders the bidding on the 
call was extremely active. Pandemonium 
reigned for many minutes, and it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that the call 
was completed. Shortly afterward profit- 
taking orders began to come in, and under 
their volume prices slowly receded. They 
went off about 20 points, but not long 
after the noon hour fresh buying orders 
came into the market, and the loss was 
made up. The range of prices for the day 
is shown by the following table:

The close was slightly above the opening 
prices, with the market very firm. Spot 
cotton also advanced nearly 40 points. The 
port receipts and other tistics continued 
to show a large movement of the crop, 
but the crowd in the pit paid very little at- 
tention to these figures. For spot cotton 
16 cents is now freely predicted by the 
bulls, who seem to have the market all 
their own way. 


ALDERME.i IN CAUCUS. 


Members of Both Political Parties Select 
Leaders in New Board—McCall 
and Goodman Chosen. 


Caucuses of both the Tammany majority 
and the Republican minority members of 
the new Board of Aldermen were held. yes- 
terday at the City Hall to arrange for the 
leadership and important posts when the 
board comes into office with the new year. 

At the caucus of the Tammany members, 
held last evening in the Aldermanic Cham- 
ber, Alderman John T. McCall was selected 
as the floor leader of the Democrats, while 
Alderman Timothy P. Sullivan was made 
the candidate for Vice Chairman, to which 
place he will be elected at the first meeting 
of the board. 

When the Democrats assembled last night 
it was announced that the caucus would be 
an open one, one of the Aldermen saying 
this was to illustrate that everything done 
by the new Tammany administration will 
be subject to complete public investigation. 
Alderman James E. Gaffney was made 
Chairman of the caucus, with Alderman 
Isaac Marks Secretary. Alderman Sulli- 
van then proceeded to place Alderman Mé- 
Call in nomination for Vice Chairman, to 
indicate the harmony that prevailed. 

Alderman Kenny seconded the nomina- 
tion of Alderman McCall, but the latter in 
a brief speech declined the honor, saying 
he had every reason to believe he would be 
kept in his former post of Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman and floor leader, and 
therefore did not believe he had time or 
the right to take the Vice Chairmanship. 


He concluded by placing Alderman: Sulli- 
van in nomination for the Vice Chairman- 
ship, and this was carried. 

Resolutions then were presented by Al- 
derman McCall providing fay the re-elec- 
tion of P. J. Scully to be City Clerk for a 
term of six years at an annual salary of 
$7,000. This was carried. Mr. Scully is 
the Tammany leader of the Twelfth Dis- 
trict, and now will have the appointment 
of a Deputy City Clerk at $6,000, to suc- 
ceed Nicholas Hayes, appointed Fire 
Commissioner. Mr. Scully will reappoint 
Michael F. Blake to be Chief Clerk, at $5,- 
000. Harry E. Oxford, a Sullivan follower 
of the Sixth District, then was selected for 
Sergeant at Arms, at $1,500, and John 
Duffy of Manhattan as his Chief Deputy, at 
$1,200. Mr, Oxford has been Assembly- 
man from the Sixth. In addition to these 
selections, six Assistant Sergeants at Arms 
were selected from the various boroughs, at 
$1,000 each, they being A. P. Johnson, Felix 
McCloskey, Brooklyn; John McGuire, Man- 
hattan; John J. Vaughan, Jr., Richmond; 
Simon Flaherty, Queens, and Petter H. 
Lennon, the Bronx. No action was taken’ 
concerning committee designations. 

When the Republican Aldermen-elect met, 
in the late afternoon, Elias Goodman was 
selected the floor leader of the minority. 
Nine of the Brooklyn members were said 
to have come over to the caucus intent on 
securing the election of Alderman John 
Wirth to be the floor leader, but the oppo- 
sition fizzled out. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


LOANS BY BUILDING AS80CIATIONS.—When 
the time came for Adolph Sussman to 
make payment on a note given by him, with 
his stock in the Mutual Benefit Loan and 
Building Company as collateral security, 
he pleaded that the loan association, as 
payee, could not hold him on the obligatign, 
as it had no power to loan money except 
on real estate. Judgé Crane of the Kings 
County Court has given a decision against 
Sussman’s contention. He finds that there 
is no express restriction in the act under 
which the Mutual Company was incorpo- 
rated against such a loan as the one in 
question. Judge Crane is inclined to believe 
that a building loan association may loan it8 
money upon any good and proper security, 
like any other corporation. In any event, 
said he, Sussman could not plead a want of 


power in the corporation to loan money on 
security other than real estate. ‘‘ He was 
a shareholder, a member of the association, 
and as such presumed to know its charac- 
ter and by-laws. Having borrowed the 
company’s money, he cannot keep it on 
the pee that it had no legal right’ to loan 
it. e cannct raise the question of ultra 
virés when the contract or agreement has 
been executed by the company. To permit 
him to do so would work a great injustice 
to the other shareholders.” 
*,* 

FITTING THE PUNISHMENT TO THR CRIME. 
—The Criminal Code of Nebraska (Section 
509a) provides that the Supreme Court of 
that State may reduce an excessive sen- 
tence and pronounce such sentence as is, 
in the opinion of the court, warranted by 
the evidence in the record before it. It has 
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been held in the case of Palmer vs. State’ 


(97 Northwestern Reporter, 235,) that the 
section in question is not violative of the 
provision of the Constitution which forbids 
the exercise by the judiciary of any power 
properly belonging to the executive branch 
of the Government. The court said of the 
case before it: ‘‘ The sentence—seven years 
for the larceny of a stray steer worth $20— 
is excessive and almost Draconian. It 
should be reduced and made tq fit the 
crime. The trial court, in adjusting the 
penalty, acted withift the limits prescribed 
by the statute. It was not bound to exer- 
cise clemency. It was under no obligation 
to extend to the rude

There is a lack 
of logical relation between the wrong and 
the punishment, and, under Section 50a 
of the Criminal Code, it becomes the duty 
of this court to readjust the sentence. 
* * * Legislation giving a reviewing 
court autherity to pronounce a just sen- 
tence upon the record before it canrfot, we 
think, be overthrown on the theory that it 
confers executive power on the judiciary.”

Effect on Volume of Premium Income 
Likely to Aggregate $1,000,000 Out 
of a Total of $20,000,000. 


Fire insurance rates on a considerable 
proportion of risks located in Greater New 
York and Jersey City were reduced by a 
flat cut of 10 per cent by the New York 
Fire Insurance Exchange yesterday. This 
action followed a somewhat protracted dis- 
cussion of the recommendations of the spe- 
cial committee of ten underwriters, which 
was appointed Sept. 9 to consider inequali- 
ties in rates, and whose report was adopted 
with but two or three dissenting votes. 

The changes, as promulgated after the 
mecting, follow: 


Upon risks rated under mercantile schedule, 
except listed storage stores, private Warehouses, 
and fireproof office occupancy, allow a discount 
< 10 per cent. from rates of buildings and con- 
ents, 

Upon boarding and livery stables and private” 
business stables allow a discount of 10 per 
cent, from rates of buildings and contents. 

Upon breweries allow a discount of 20 per 
cent. from rates of buildings and contents. 

Upon churches allow a discount of 10 per cent. 
from rates of buildings and contents. 

Upon theatres allow a discount of 20 per cent. 
from rates of buildings and contents. 

These discounts are tg be considered as re- 
ductions of rate without change of hazard and 
cancellations for the purpose or with the effect 
of giving the assured the benefit of the reduced 
rates shall not be made at other than short 
rates. 

Discounts to be allowed from the rates given 
on cards ani allowances for sole occupancy, au-, 
tomatic fire alarm, 100 per cent. average clause,/ 
and for automatic sprinklers, if permissible, 
to be then made in the order named. 


The extent of the effect of these reduc- 
tions upon the volume of premium income 
was estimated by underwriters last night 
as likely to aggregate $1,000,000 out of a 
total’ of $20,000,000 fpr the territory covered 
by the Exchange. The committee which 
urged the. action comprised underwriters 
whose offices wrote about 40 per cent. of 
the insurance issued during the first six 
months of the year. 

As to the reasans for the action, the com- 
mittee had this to say to the Exchange: 

“It is to be borne in mind that when 
rates go to pleces, as they did in this city 
in 1898, a heavy and immediate loss is put 
upon the companies by reason of practically 
all outstanding policies being rewritten at 
the reduced rate; or, on failure of the com- 
pany carrying the risk to make this reduc- 
tion, the policy is canceled and insurance 
placed elsewhere; and that an increase of 
fires generally follows, due to indifference‘ 
on the part of property holders, who, feel- 
ing that their insurance costs them little, 
relax the care exercised when it costs them 
more. 

“This was illustrated in New York City, 
when our premiums dtopped: over 838 per 
cent. in 1898, and our losses increased 75 
per cent. in 1899, resulting in many com- 
panies thert. withdrawing from this field, 
causing a scarcity of fire insurance in- 
demnity. , 

“Whether our experience since the in- 
auguration of this Exchange (in 1899) is as 
yet sufficient to justify a reduction of rates 
will be for you to determine; but it does 
not seem to us that a reduction embracing 
all classes of business would be justified, 
on that experience. We believe, after con- 
sidering carefully the results submitted to 
us, that there are certain classes upon 
which allowances in rates may be made, 
and that in making such allowances you 
will only be carrying out the expectation 
created when the Exchange was organized, 
that whenever improved conditions had 


been established and a jower loss ratio 
thereby developed, the public would be 
given the benefit of lower rates. It goes 
without saying that so } .as experience 
varies with different clas of risks the 
same measure of consideration cannot. be 
extended to each, but we have endeavored 
to arrive at such allowances in rates as 
Sout be justified by the record of each 
class.”’
